who use the Chicago & North Western 
Ry. for dally trips to the Loop already 
arc prepared (or a possible 7 per cent 
rote Increase being sought by the rail- 
road. 


And even though they complain, most 


of them say that dally service Is more 
Important than the cost because If the 
trains ever stop, thousands of subur- 
banites will not just be Inconvenienced, 
they will be stranded without Jobs in the 
empty suburbs. 


"Yech" Is the wny Kathleen Peters of 


Arlington Heights feels about the 7 per 
cent fare Increase proposed by the Chi- 


cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
have the fare Increase than a decrease In 
service." 


After all, what can you do if you de- 


pend on the train to take you downtown 
five days A week? "You don't like the 
hike, but you have to accept It," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger for the past IS years. 


The way Bud Daskel of Mount Pros- 


pect explains it, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 
who don't have a choice because it's the 
only way for them to get downtown." 


"I'd still ride the train. There's no way 


my nerves could take driving down-

town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 
ding that he just started riding the train 
last August when the C&NW raised rates 
by 5Vi per cent. 


A new fare Increase won't stop Ray- 


mond Brodl of Des Plaines from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not in favor of the 
increase. I think the Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes In the 
past years and that those should be ade- 
quate," yaid the rider of 13 years. "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO, president of the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW Is finding 
It Increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service in the face of 


rising costs and Increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike lost 
November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 
' For commuters like Brodl, the hike 
would mean an increase of between $2.20 
and $2,70 on the price of a monthly tick- 
et. For those who ride the train only a- 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlln 
of Palatine, the hike would mean 20 
cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop. ' 


"It's terrible. They just raised the 


rates last August," said Spratlln, who 
said he is a student and "always going 
broke." But Spratlln, who often stops In 
Arlington Heights to give music lessons, 


likes the C&NW service. "The people are- 
very friendly and they help me board the 
train with my Instruments." 
; 


Vicki Selraan, from Prospect Heights,* 


said she tides the train about once a! 
month and feels "terrible" about the pro-: 
posed Increase. She said she'd probably 
take a car instead If the hike Is ap- 
proved.

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Strong Street 
rezone hearings 
in March urged

Public hearings on tho rezonlng of the 


W. Strong Street area from single-family 
to multi-family development will be held 
In early March If the Wheeling Village 
Board accepts the recommendation of 
the zoning board. 


The zoning board Tuesday night rec- 


ommended that hearing! be held as port 
of the annual updating of the official vil- 
lage zoning map. Tho matter came be- 
fore tho zoning board at the request of 
Village Mgr. George Possolt. 


Passolt told tho board that there has 


been little development In the area under 


Park board to vote 
on land for Cavaliers 


Tho Wheeling Park District board Is 


expected to vote tonight on whether tho 
Cavaliers Drum and Bugle Corps will bo 
allowed to use park land for their new 
headquarters. 


Discussion of tho project began last 


fall when tho Cavaliers proposed leasing 
park land to construct their new head* 
quarters and then turning ownership of 
tho building over to the park district. 
The corps officers have agreed to let tho 
park district use^thclr building for park 
programs If tho building Is constructed 
on park land. 


The park board members, however, 


have had doubts about allowing a special 
Interest group to use park land. They 
questioned whether it was fair to use 
park land for the corps after having Just 
passed a park Improvements referendum 
to obtain more land. 


Several local residents have expressed 


opposition to the project, saying they 
would like tho Cavaliers In Wheeling but 
not on pork land.

THE POSSIBILITY of rezonlng the 


Strong Street property was first men- 
tioned last week by Atty. Jack Sicgel. He 
Is representing tho village in a zoning 
case which contests the rezonlng of 47 
lots in tho West Strong Street aroa for 
six-flat apartments. 


Tho court has not yet decided whether 


to delay ruling In the case so that this 
evidence might be submitted. However, 
one Strong Street resident at tho hearing 
Indicated tho rezonlng was proposed to 
strengthen tho village's position in the 
case. 


Passolt, however, said tho rezonlng 


was to stimulate development in tho 
area. Ho said developers would not build 
single-family homes in the Strong Street 
area because there ore no water and 
sewer lines. Ho also sold the expense of 
installing these utilities would price 
single-family homes out of the market. 


DURING THE HEARING, Wheeling 


resident Harold Fogan asked whether 
the rezonlng would Include the single- 
family homes presently in the area. 
When told it would, Fngon asked if these 
homeowners would be notified of tho pro- 
posed rezonlng. 


Zoning board members said tho only 


notification would be the official publica- 
tion of tho date and time of tho hearing. 
Fagan then stated that he thought tho 
residents should receive special notice. 


"I think It's an academic question,"

High-rise condo clears first hurdle 


Developers of Wheeling's first high-rise 


condominium complex cleared the first 
hurdle in solving two zoning problems 
Tuesday night. 


The Wheeling Zoning Board voted to 


recommend that density and sldeyard 
variations for the project be granted. 
The hlghrlse had been approved in De- 
cember, but due to an oversight the de- 
velopers had not requested needed vari- 
ation in density and arrangement of the 
project. 


As a result, developer George Manda 


requested that a second zoning hearing 


be held for tho project to be built at 810 
McHcnry Rd. During the hearing, Manda 
explained that the project would not be 
economically feasible If the number of 
living units was limited to 16 per acre. 


Manda said plans currently call for 264 


units which would be sold for on average 
of $27,000. "If we had to go with the less- 
er number of units, then our units would 
hove to cost in the area of $35,000, and 
that would be an economic hardship," he 
said. 


THE DEVELOPER testified that tho 


topography of the land, which slopes 
back from the road, made high-rise de- 
velopment the most practical form of 
building. Ho added, however, that high- 
rise projects are more expensive than 
other forms of development, making the 
Increased number of living units neces- 
sary. 


According to Manda, the project needs 


reduced sldeyard variations because the 
rear of tho property is a flood plain and 
cannot be developed. "The rear portion 
of the property wo arc not able to build 
on, so we have to push the buildings up," 


he said. "To do this properly, we have to 
increase the width of the buildings so 
that they are laproportion." 


The project will consist of two six-story 


buildings with a recreation center, swim* 
ming pool and tennis courts. Most of tho 
condominiums will be two-bedroom units 
with balconies. 


Manda said only 7.9 per cent of the 


total ll-acre parcel will be developed. He 
said parking lots will be used for water* 
retention, and that the land will be ter- 
raced to prevent Increased water run-oft 
and soil erosion.

Unsightly billboards will begin coming down July I under new law. 


The blight adjacent to Illinois road- 


ways will be cleaned up as soon as

the enforcement stage of the state's new 
',; 
billboard law goes into effect. 


On July 1, all Illegally placed signs in 


the stale will begin to be torn down. Ac- 
cording to Gary Ludwig of the Illinois 
Division of Highways, the new law, 
which was passed last July 1, makes It 
illegal for any sign to be located within 
660 feet of a state or interstate route. 


Under the new law, no signs are per- 


mitted In residential or agricultural 
areas of the state and any sign not meet- 
ing the new requirements must be re- 
moved, either by the owner or by the 
state, itself, if the owner is unwilling to 


do so himself. 


The new law says that owners of signs 


that do comply with state regulations 
must obtain a permit within 90 days. So 
far, 5,000 signs have been registered. 


OWNERS WHOSE signs do not comply 


with the new regulations must remove 
then- signs within 30 days, with part of 
the payment for the removal coming 
from the state. If the sign Is not re- 
moved, the state notifies the owner that 
cither he removes the sign or the state 
will. 


If the state removes the billboard, it 


first appraises the sign, determining 
what It's made of, how tall it is and what 
kind of lighting it has and makes the 


owner art offer that would enable them to 
work together to tear it down. 


Under this arrangement, compensation 


of two years rent would be made to the 
owner of the property on which the bill- 
board has been standing. 


The cost of the program Is being un- 


derwritten by the federal government 
Federal and state government would 
share costs on a 75-23 per cent basis, the 
75 per cent coming from the federal gov- 
ernment. 


According to Ludwig, the new Illinois 


law and similar documents in other 
states, was Initiated by the federal gov- 
ernment, which, he said, threatened to 
cut road funds by 10 per cent if Illinois 
didn't enact the law.

Cancer survey provides researchers with data 


The third phase of a survey started 14 


yean ago and Involving persons living In 
IB Northwest suburban communities, as 
well as nationwide, Is continuing to pro- 
vide cancer researchers with data they 
hope will eventually lead them to a cure 
of the dreaded disease. 


Dozens of scientific studies on the rela- 


tionship of environment and health have 
been supplemented by the Information 
gathered during the ongoing survey, 
which originally Included the questioning 
of 1,371 person* In this area and one mil- 
lion persons nationwide. 


The project, conducted by the Ameri- 


can Cancer Society, began In 19S9 and 
(ho first phase was completed in 1965. 
Since then, of the 1,371 persons contacted 
by the society's Northwest Suburban 
Unit, at least 170 persons have died, 
most of them from cancer, the disease 
being examined. The second phase of the 
study was completed In 1071 and the 
third phase was finished lost month. 


According to Mrs. Ralph Clabaugh, 


general chairman f the area research 


project, she and the volunteer research- 
ers had a "very receptive" response to 
their queries, especially since these per- 
sons were first contacted 14 years ago. 


TUB AltEA PROJECT was a fact-find- 


ing mission, Mrs. Clabaugh said, and has 
provided Information on environmental 
factors responsible for the occurcncc of 
cancer. 


The original study furnished the fact 


that clgarct smoking shortens life and 
causes a number of diseases, according 
to the Society. The study showed that In 
women, death rates increase with the 
number of clgarets smoked; that women 
who smoke heavily have a lung cancer 
death rate nearly four times as great as 
those who have never smoked. 


It provided data, the society said, to 


estimate life expectancy lost In relation 
to the number of clgarets smoked. Men 
who smoke two or three packs a day 
live, on the average, 8.3 fewer years than 
their non-smoking contemporaries. 


The second phase of the study wiis 


started In 1971, after a six-year lapse 


from the time the original one million 
persons were contacted. The follow-up 
was necessary, according to the society, 
to determine the long range affects on . 
the health of those surveyed. 
' 


IN THE 10 communities surveyed In 


the Northwest suburbs, In the second 
phase, it was determined that of the 1,371 
persons contacted In 1959, 135 persons 
had died, most of them from cancer. The 
area society unit was commissioned only 
to find out If these persons were alive or 
dead and the Surgeon General's office 
would then check the death certificates 
and the doctors Involved to determine 
the causes. 


Then In October, 1972, questionnaires 


were sent during the third phase of the 
survey. At least 35 more persons had 
died and another 300 were still unac- 
counted for. This survey period ended 
Jan. 31. 


According to Mrs. Clabaugh, the study 


has had a tremendous bearing on cancer 
research and has changed the lives of 
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Prosecutor says Kerner Jied to jurors

A government prosecutor laid jurors 


that U.S. 'Appeals Court Judge Otto Ker- 
ner lied to them to conceal his part in a 
"sophisticated" racetrack stock bribery 
scheme. 


"He lied to the grand jury and he. lied 


to you during this trial," Asslsstant U.S. 
Atty. Samuel Skinner said during a final 
review of prosecution charges against 
the former Illinois governor. 


Tho jury of seven women and five 


men, all of them from middle or lower 
Income families, appeared to listen close- 
ly u Skinner explained a series of stock 
transactions In which Kerner and his 
codefendant, Theodore J. Isaacs, profited 
by almost $300,000. 


"We're dealing with sophisticated de- 


fendant*," he told the jury. "The scheme 
that Is Involved In this bribery plan Is 
sophisticated." 


KEIINEK AND Isaacs, former state 


revenue director and campaign manager 
for Kerner, arc accused of conspiracy, 
bribery, mall fraud and Income tax eva- 
sion. Kerner Is also charged with per- 
jury. 


The prosecution contends that Kerner 


and Isaacs conspired to acquire race- 
track slock at bargain prices in return for 
favors to track owners between 1961 and 
1967, while Kerner was governor. 


In 2'.i hours, during which he displayed 


to the jury charts and photographic cn- 
largcmcncts of letters and checks, Skin- 
ner ran through the stock purchases and 
the charges arising from them In chrono- 
logical order. 


He began with 1960 when Mrs. Marjc 


Llndhclmcr Everett inherited the racing 
empire of her father and befriended Wil- 
liam S. Miller, who was to become chair- 
man of the Illinois Racing Board under 
Kerner. Together, Mrs. Everett and Mill- 
er contributed 15 per cent of Kcrner's 
election campaign fund In that year, 
Skinner said. 


HE RECOUNTED Miller's testimony 


about a 1962 meeting In which Kerner 
and Isaacs allegedly were offered racing 
stock which had sold for $2,500 per share 
for $1,000 a share. 


In allegedly conveying the offer, Skin- 


ner said, Miller had used such phrases 
as "desire to be kind" and "In consid- 
eration of your financial position." 


"There was no question In Kcrner's 


mind, no question In Issacs' mind, and 
no question In Miller's mind, why stock 
that had sold a few days before at $2,500 
a share was being made available at 
$1,000 a share," Skinner said. 


THE FINAL arguments of the defense

Devalued dollar holds steady in Europe 


Bltt'SSEUS (UP!) —The devalued dol- 


lar held steady yesterday as Europe's 
money markets reopened and specula- 
Ion cashed In a 6.2 per cent profit on the 
currency crisis. 


In West Germany. Belgium, and the 


Netherlands, the dollar rose 1 or 2 per 
cent above the new parities set alter 
Washington announced (he devaluation 
Monday. Officially the dollar was deval- 
ued by 10 per cent, but the figure on 
markets Wednesday was closer to 8 or 9 
percent. 


On the Tokyo exchange the dollar 


clipped to a new low Wednesday shortly 
after the government floated the yen. 
The Bank of Japan Intervened from the 
opening of the market to keep the dollar 
at 271.10 yen, a revaluation of 13.6 per 
cent. 


For the European gamblers the re- 


opened markets meant a quick 6.2 per 
cent profit — or $66.000 on a $1,000,000 
speculation.

Here arc some frequently-asked ques- 


tions on the dollar devaluation and the 
answers, prepared by UPI economic 
writer Gene Carlson: 


Q. U hat li« devaluation? 
A. It's a reduction In the value of one 


currency relative to another. In this 
case, dollars will be worth about 10 per 
cent less than before, compared to the 
West German mark, French franc and 
most other currencies. 


Q. U1III notice any effects of the deva- 


luation? 


A. If you like French wine, or plan to 


buy a Japanese camera or • German au- 
tomobile, you'll find the prices will be 
going up. American travelers will find' 
the dollar buys less than before In for- 


eign countries. 


q. Sounds bad. Does this mean the 


U.S. rconomy Is In trouble? 


A. Not nt all. One segment of the econ- 


omy, the balance of payments with for- 
eign nations, Is In bad shape. But over 
all, the United States is growing faster 
with lower inflation than most of Its trad- 
Ing partners. 


q. Why devalue, then? 
A. It's a tactic to force an, end to the 


monetary crisis overseas by making the 
dollar more nearly reflect IU true value 
In world markets. But the long-run 
strategy Is to Improve the balance of 
payments. 


q. How would this occur? 
A. By effectively reducing the price of 


U.S. exports, the government hopes for- 
eigners will buy more American goods. 
Forcing up the price of Imports, on the 
other hand, Is a not too subtle way of 
encouraging domestic consumer to "Buy 
American." The result should be a cut- 
back in the flow of dollars overseas and 
a reduction In last year's record $6.4 bil- 
lion balance of trade deficit. 


q. Thl« was supposed to occur after 


the United SUIet devalued the dollar 
about 8 per cent In December. 1971. What 
happened?

A. The trade deficit got worse Instead 


of better. The experts disagree why. 


Q. Will It work this time? 
A. In theory, yes. But the adminis- 


tration has Its fingers crossed. 


q. Can we expect another devaluation 


a year from now? 


A. Until the major powers build a new 


monetary system, that can absorb the 
actions of speculators, there always will 
be the threat of a monetary crisis with 
the subsequent revaluation of currencies. 


q. How Is this reform coming? 
A. "Too slow" in the opinion of Trea- 


sury Secretary George P. Shultz. A ten- 
tative plan may be offered in September 
at the annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund In Nairobi, Ken- 
ya. 


A. Shultz said the devaluation would 


mean "a belter deal for American work- 
Ingmen and businessmen." What did he 
mean? 


A. Making U.S. goods less expensive, 


and thus more competitive, overseas 
should boost the profits of export In- 
dustries. A bigger demand would also 
create more Jobs.

q. What about the consumer? 
A. To the extent that imports are a 


factor In the economy, higher priced for- 
eign products will add to the cost of liv- 
ing.

Neiv racing date session slated Tuesday 


The Illinois Racing Board is scheduled 


to convene Tuesday to reconsider tho 
1973 racing schedule, specifically tho 
dates awarded to racing associations 
controlled by William S. Miller. 


Anthony Scariano, board chairman, 


said he will ask Miller to show cause 
why dales assigned to Balmoral Jockey 
Club Inc. should not be revoked or reas- 
signed to other associations. 


Scariano and Gov. Daniel Walker's 


racing board arc seeking to revoke dates 
awarded last December by a lame duck 
racing board because of Miller's testi- 
mony before the state Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission and In the trial 
of former Gav. Otto Kcrncr. 


During the trial, Miller admitted mis- 


representing his interest in Balmoral to 
the old racing board. 


ARLINGTON PARK Race Track could 


pick up all or some of the 27 racing days 
now assigned to the Balmoral association 
If the board is successful in its bid to 
overturn the existing schedule. 


Arlington operators arc hoping that the 


board will set an entirely new racing 
schedule and assign the more lucrative 
summer dates to the track here. 


Right now, Arlington Park is scheduled 


to open April 19 and close July 24. 


On a separate front, the Illinois Su- 


premo Court has agreed to hear an 
emergency appeal on the racing schedule 
from Illinois Atty.

As a result, he 
said, only 10 of the state's 21 projects 
will get money this fiscal year. "The 
waterways division chose its priorities 
on the basis of need," Guiilou said. 


The second phase' of the McDonald 


Creek Improvement Project could be fin- 
ished by 1975 If the state provides money 
for the program in tho 1974-75 fiscal 
year, Gulllou said. The second phase, es- 
timated to cost $110,000, would provide 
for widening and other improvements 
from the DCS Plaincs River to Foundry 
Road. 


GUILLOU estimated that the entire 


McDonald Improvement Project, which 
should help alleviate flooding in Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heights, will be 
completed in 10 years. Most of the work 
left to be done Is upstream of the creek, 
north of the Wolf Road and Euclid Ave- 
nue intersection in Prospect Heights. 


The McDonald Creek project was de- 


ferred, Guiilou said, "because the great- 
est benefit will be the work which Is go- 


ing on now." Currently the Soo Line RR 
bridge near Euclid Avenue and Wolf. 
Road is being enlarged. An official of the 
Hcrlihy-Mid Continent Co., which is 
doing the work, said yesterday he ex- 
pects it will be finished in several 
months.

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may be passed In this 
area. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than $100 In bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodficld Mall lost weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 
' 


John Hanley, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some reports have been received from 
this area, It docs not appear the North- 
west suburbs are the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up in ail 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


He said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used in business transactions. 


Hanley said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation in Chi- 
cago that was broken up in January. 


REPORTEDLY, THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but th'e plates used In 
the operation were not confiscated. • 


Hanley said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring In 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
last November. 


There may be as much as $50,000 In 


counterfeit currency Involved in this In- 
cident, according to police, but Hanley 
said it is impossible to determine how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
in the area. 


"We thought we had It alt when we 


made the arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may be more In the area that 
has not been passed." 


Hanley said Secret Service agents arc

Republican Don Riegle came to Congress idealistic - 


then he tried to dump Nixon, and now he sits and wonders...

WASHINGTON - 
When Michigan's 


Don Rlcgla was first elected to Congress 
as, In his own words, "an upward-bound 
hotshot," ho was filled with zeal of na- 
Ivctc. 


Merely 29, a boy wonder, a protege of 


the humanists, he came to the capita! 
with visions of sugar plums. He'd take 
the place and shake some sense Into It. 


He'd storm the dusty corridors of pow- 


er and let tho sunshine In. 0, man. 0, 
Congress. He'd lake his scat and cast his 
tote for a bigger and better and happier 
U.S.A. 


NO MOIIE. Six years after his leglsla- 


live start, now beginning his third term 
.11 a liberal Republican from Flint, Rep. 
Iticglc Is not so much concerned with a 
bigger U.S.A. as he Is an enduring U.S.A. 
"I sit In my office here," ho says, sitting 
In his office, "and really wonder If wo 
still have a chance to make democracy 
work."

days. Worry for tho Republic Is wide- 
spread and bipartisan at all levels of 
government. 


But nicgle, still with a bit of the boyish

The trouble with the 
United States In 1973, tho congressman 
wjrs. is purely and simply Richard Nix- 
on 


The President Is just too powerful, 


*ay* Riegle "After nearly 200 years of 
•elf determination, we now have a Presi- 
dent who Is much like a king." Thus It Is, 
In the lawmaker's view, tho nation Is 
marching lockstcp toward disaster. • 


I.IKK MUCH of his sentiment. Rlcglc's 


opinion of Richard Nixon has undergone

years. At one time the two men were 
allies. Riegle supported the Nixon presi- 
dential campaign In 1960; the President 
appeared at a fund-raiser on Rlegle's be- 
half In 1968. 


Then, as Riegle puts It, "I began to 


look at him more closely," taking objec- 
tion to "his tactics and his associates," 
finally deciding the President's adminis- 
tration is "without a discernible moral 
purpose." Lost year he joined an Inept 
Dump Nixon movement. 


Now, a maverick in his own party, des- 


pised openly by White House surrogates, 
Riegle speaks of the President with a 
sigh and sneer: 


"What bothers me most about the man 


Is that he has spent all these yean talk- 
Ing about strict constructionism In the in- 
terpretation of the U.S. Constitution. And 
yet ho has spent so much of his time 
tearing that same Constitution apart." 


THE I'ilBSIDENT'S accumulation of 


authority says Riegle, Is a flagrant viola- 
tion of the concept of separation of pow- 
ers. His repealed contempt for congres- 
sional opinion, In Rlcglc's opinion, adds 
to tho Injustice. 


Riegle now believes the President Is In 


a position to "do just about anything ho 
wants." Shut down the Now York Times? 
Bomb Moscow? Obliterate North Viet- 
nam? 


"Who 
can slop him?" Riegle once 


asked before tho U.S. disengagement 
from the Vietnam War. "If he goes over 
Hanoi again tonight we — the Congress 
and the American people — probably 
wouldn't know It until it was all over. 
Eric Scvarcid on CBS might give a 
three-minute editorial denouncing U — 
but what else could anyone do? The truth 
Is, no ono In the nation Is powerful 
enough to touch him." 


In saying this, of course, Riegle Is ad- 


mitting his own inadequacies and those 
of Congress. Constitutionally, Congress 
acts as the elected representatives of the 
people. In fact, Rlcglc says, most mem- 
bers of Congress act mostly for them- 
selves, to preserve their niches. "We are 
geared to avoid Issues such as wrestling 
with presidential power or obeying the 
public will." 


ItlEGLE definitely Is not Impressed 


with his colleagues. In his recent book, 
"0 Congress," he sums up the legislative 
mentality by remembering the House 
old-timer who told him: "You'll never be 
defeated by a speech you never gave." 
In short; be smart, don't make waves, 
relax and just string along. ' 


Like others, Riegle says Congress suf- 


fers from every Illness except lockjaw. 


The quality of the membership is not so 
high as he would have It. The Internal 
functioning is outdated and self-protect- 
ing. And the seniority system, whereby 
power is held mostly on the basis of pro- 
ximity to senility, Is, says Riegle, absurd 
and contemptible: 


"If you come Into Congress at age 35, 


you have to wait at least 20 years before 
you're given a job with meat. This year, 
we have seven committee chairmen in 
their 70s and four In their 80s. Almost all 
the rest are in their 60s. The question Is, 
what sort of men wait around for this 
reward? What kind of people arc willing 
to ploy the game for so long? No wonder 
we can't get anything done up here." 


AND YET, sighs Riegle, the problems 


of Congress, deadly as they be, comprise 
merely his No. 2 frustration after six 
years in office. No. 1 remains Richard 
Nixon. For even if Congress were to re- 
assert Itself In the authority of its nation, 
there Is no guarantee how It could prove 
effective. 
Riegle says the President 


might still go It alone. 
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"How can you believe otherwise about 


a man who bos already said that If Con- 
gress appropriates money he doesn't 
like, he won't spend It." 


Last year all but three members of 


both Houses voted for the Older Ameri- 
can Act; Mr. Nixon killed It with a pock- 
et veto. Last year Congress voted funds 
for water pollution control, health, edu- 
cation and welfare; Mr. Nixon says be is 
cutting back In all areas. 


Says Rep. Riegle: "What can anyone 


do?" 


Riegle. for one, hopes that question can 


be answered by an aroused population, 
by an Indignant Congress, by a working 
press. If not, he doesn't know if he wants 
to be an official witness to the con- 
sequence. 


When he first came to Washington, he 


says, he wanted to be president; now 
he's not even sure about remaining as 
congressman. It's damned hard, he adds, 
to be sent hero to do something and then 
find out it's not allowed.

D-Glcncoe, and 
supported by other Independent Demo- 
crats In Chicago and the suburbs during 
the battle to elect a speaker. 


Now comes John Edward Porter, new- 


ly elected Republican representative 
from Evanston, to point out that pres- 
sures brought to bear by him and other 
Republicans were equally responsible for 
bringing about reforms In the House. 


Porter's claim also appears justified. 
White Katz and his supporters wcro 


withholding their support for a Demo- 
cratic speaker until demands for reform 
were met, Porter and other Republicans 
were holding their votes from Blair until 
he agreed to go along with similar de- 
mands. 


As has been amply reported, the 


catalyst In bringing Blair to heel on giv- 
ing up some of his prerogatives as speak- 
er was Rep. Eugene F. Schllckman, 
R-Arllngton Heights, who with tho aid of 
a fellow Republican from Champaign 
succeeded In blocking Blair's reelection 
on the first ballot. 


After that, a number of legislators 


joined Schllckman and his Champaign 
colleague In support of Rep. Henry J. 
Hyde of Chicago for the spcakershlp. 
They Included Portsr, John Frledland of 
South Elgin, Richard Walsh of Oak Park 
and Robert S. Juckctt of Park Ridge. 


Only when Blair became convinced, af- 


ter seven ballots, that ho could not win

tho backlog of court dockets, reduce 
costs and reduce the demands on time of 
private citizens. 


He pointed out that the Supreme Court 


has held that the concept of trial by jury 
docs not necessarily require 12 jurors, 
and said that federal courts and lower 
courts In other states have used 6-mem- 
bcr juries "without any untoward effect 
and with substantial savings In time and 
money."

EPA hedging on guidelines: citizens

It's all In your point of view: the Fed- 


eral Water Pollution Control Act of 1972 
called for publication of guidelines cov- 
ering public participation In the devel- 
opment and enforcement of standards 
under the act 


Now the Lake Michigan Federation, a 


coalition of citizens groups, charges that 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy (EPA) Is yielding to pressure and ille- 
gally evading the public participation re- 
quirements In the new water bill. 


Kirs. Lee Bolts, federation executive 


secretary, says the EPA is still hedging 
on Its promise to publish the guidelines 
last December. 


"Meanwhile, EPA is violating the law 


by going ahead with action on permits to 
discharge Industrial wastes without the 
citizen participation tho law requires," 
she said. "The pattern of EPA's failures 
to act under the new water bill suggests 
that tho agency Is not yet ready to con- 
front the water pollution problems of the 
nation." 


Tho federation is contacting Congres- 


sional representatives from Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Indiana and Michigan to seek 
their support. Hearings on the first per- 
mits to be processed under the national 
pollution discharge elimination system In 
this region will be held In Lansing today. 
The federation and the Businessmen for 
the Public Interest will assist Lake Mich- 
igan conservation groups to take part in 
the hearing, even though tho federation 
says It's probably Illegal. 


THEN THERE is the EPA's contention 


that It Is Congress* Intent to delegate wa- 
ter pollution control authority to lower 
levels. EPA wants each state to develop 
its own standards and enforcement pro- 
gram In lieu of a federally managed pro- 
gram, said Francis T. Mayo, EPA's re- 
gional administrator. 


"Now a new era of prospective part- 


nership emerges with the passage of the 
federal Water Pollution Control Act 
Amendments of 1972," Mayo said. An ad- 
ditional $165,000 has been reserved for Il- 
linois for the balance of the 1973 fiscal 
year to assist in the implementation of 
the new federal legislation. 


Mayo urged on "early commitment to 


a state-oriented program of environmen- 
tal enhancement." At the same time, he 
announced a $660,900 grant to Illinois by 
the EPA to support water pollution con- 
trol programs during fiscal 1973.

' NOW YOU SEE IT, NOW YOU 


DONT: massive federal outlays author- 
ized lost year for construction of waste 
treatment facilities were slashed In Pres- 
ident Nixon's recent budget proposals. 
Spending may Increase In 1973 compared 
to the previous year. But the $727 million 
planned for this year and $1.6 billion in 
fiscal 1974 are far short of amounts au- 
thorized by Congress. 


Total environment and resource budget 


may climb to $6.9 billion. Getting the axe 
are Corps of Engineers flood control 
plans; Forest Service road construction; 
and Soil conservation service flood pro- 
grams. 


FATE OF MANY endangered species 


of birds and mammals may be greatly 
affected by the current International 
Wildlife Conference under way at the De- 
partment of State hi Washington, D.C. 
Running through March 3, the confer- 
ence brings together delegates from 
some 60 nations. 


The next generation may have to visit 


the museum Instead of the zoo to see 
such wildlife as the vicuna, the orangu- 
tang, and the Aleutian Canada goose if 
efforts to curb uncontrolled commercial 
trade ore not effected. Demand for ani- 
mal skins, feathers of exocit birds and 
the use of exotic pets for display or med- 
ical research Is Increasing. 


The U.S. delegation Is headed by Rus- 


sell Train, chairman of the President's 
Council on Environmental Quality. As a 
working paper for the conference, tho 
U.S. Is submitting a draft along the lines 
of one proposed in 1963 by the Inter- 
national Union for Conservation of Na- 
ture and Natural Resources, an organiza- 
tion representing more than 70 nations at 
the government and private level. The 
conference members seek to conclude a 
treaty to control International trade in 
imperiled species of wild animals and 
plants.

GOOD NEWS AND BAD NEWS. The 


Illinois Pollution Control Board claims a 
number of achievements over tho past 
year and reports a few thorny problems. 


Highlights of the year: adoption of 


state water quality standards, hailed by 
the federal Environmental Protection 


Agency as among the "finest and most 
comprehensive in the country"; adoption 
of ah- pollution standards designed to 
meet federal cleanup requirements; and 
approval of effluent standards for many 
water pollutants. 


Here's where the action will be for tho 


coming year: beverage container man- 
datory deposit plan, noise pollution stan- 
dards, landfill and solid waste disposal 
regulations; septic tank and deep well 
disposal; sewer connection bans. Also, 
air pollution standards for hazardous pol- 
lutants such as lead, cadmium, mercury, 
chlorine gas, hydrogen sulfide, hydrogen 
chloride and others. 


PROBLEMS CROPPING UP in past 


year included a severe financial crunch 
which forced delays hi hearings until an 
emergency appropriation gained from 
the state legislature. Then there was re- 
fusal of Illinois Senate to confirm two 
appointments and the resignation of 
chairman David Currie, 
temporarily 


leaving board without a quorum; an in- 
junction entered by Cook County Appel- 
late court barring the board from adopt- 
ing a ban on residential and commerical 
use of coal in the Chicago region by mid- 
1975; an Appellate court decision that the 
board could not Impose monetary penal- 
ties for as a condition of variance; and a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision which 
stated that the field of radiation emission 
control Is preempted by the federal 
Atomic Energy Commission, voiding 
Title G-A of the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Act.

Let's ratify 


equal rights 


ERA is In trouble. 


Momentum which appeared to be 


favoring passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution, spelling out the rights 
of women, has apparently shifted 
to the adverse side. 


As of Jan. 1, a total of 22 states 


— 38 arc needed — had ratified the 
proposed amendment. Since that 
time, however, ERA hns been voted 


down In three states, North Da- 
kota, Oklahoma and Utah. Propos- 
als for ratification have been ta- 
bled or otherwise bottled up in five 
other states, Montana, Arkansas, 
Missouri, Mississippi and Virginia. 


While four more states, Min- 


nesota, Oregon, 
Wyomjng and 


South Dakota, have ratified It since 
the first of the year, two of those 
previously ratifying, Kansas and 
Nebraska, arc reconsidering their 
action and there Is a chance that 
their ratification may be with- 
drawn. 


But at the present, the amend- 


ment has been accepted by 28 
states. Approval by only 12 more 
states is needed to make it a part 
of the Constitution. 


In Illinois, last spring, the state 


Senate approved ratification of the 
amendment, but it failed in the 
House of Representatives by only 
seven votes. 


Proponents of the ERA arc mar- 


shalling their forces for another at- 
tempt at ratification in the Illinois 
General Assembly and the propos- 
al may be introduced in the next 
few weeks. 


Since its approval by the US. 


C o n g r e s s , arguments for and 
against the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment hove received wide debate in 
every conceivable public forum. 


We find it unnecessary to reite- 


rate that debate here, except to 
reemphasize that inequalities suf- 
fered by women in job opportu- 
nities, pay and financial credit per- 
sist and must be obliterated. De- 
spite arguments by opponents of 
ERA that those inequities can be 
remedied under the Constitution as 
it now stands, the historic fact is 
that they have not been remedied 
in nearly 200 years, and the 
chances'that they will be without 
the impetus of a specific con- 
stitutional provision appear slight. 


We again urge the Illinois legis- 


lature — especially the approxi- 
mately 'one-third new members 
who have not voted on the issue 
before — to give their support to 
this needed measure. 


By acting swiftly and decisively 


to demand justice for women, we 
hope that Illinois can provide an 
example for her sister states still 
debating the issue, and restore the 
momentum to a just cause. 


The toll of wars 


"During 1972, IRC helped more 


refugees than in any other year 
since 1033, when the Committee 
was established." 


This statement stands out star- 


kly in the just-released year-end 
report of the 1072 activities of the 
International Rescue Committee, 
an organization dedicated to aiding 
the victims of wars and political 
strife throughout the world. 


A further tragic fact, says IRC 


Chairman Leo Chcrnc, is that it ap- 
pears likely that this distressing 
record will be broken In 1973. 


Despite the coming of peace to 


Vietnam, the number of uprooted 
civilians, war casualties and or- 


phaned and "wounded children in 
South Vietnam alone remains in 
Uic millions. 


"It is sad," says Cherne, "to an- 


ticipate an intensification of refu- 
gee problems just 40 years after 
Hitler seized control of Germany — 
a tragedy that led to the founding 
of IRC In March 1933. 


"But as long as political, reli- 


gious and racial terror exist, 
people will seek asylum in other 
lands, and as long as wars arc 
fought, people will be violently up- 
rooted." 


And for that long, the work of the 


International Rescue Committee 
will be uncompleted. 


World's children 


In the years Immediately follow- 


ing World War II, there were 
g r o a t expectations for inter- 
national exchange programs in the 
building of a lasting peace. The 
Idea was that if the world's peo- 
ples, particularly the young, got to 
know each other, and understand 
each other's cultures, there would, 
be less likelihood that they would 
have to shed each other's blood. 


There have been a lot of young 


world travelers in the years since 
— and not a little bloodshed — but 
there's still life in the old Idea. The 
Fulbright and many other govern- 
men t-conncctcd programs arc 
alive and thriving and one U.S. 


firm is pioneering its own in-house 
program.

S u b u r b a n Bar Association, 'urged 
strengthening of an Illinois law which 
now gives newsmen limited rights to pro- 
tect sources. He pointed out that a Cali- 
fornia law similar to the existing Illinois 
statute was recently struck down by a 
lower court, which then sent a reporter 
to jail for failing to reveal his sources. 


But the disheartening side Is that de- 


spite the arguments by such people as 
Crane and Hewlett and others ,experi- 
cnced in government and familiar with 
the ways in which newsmen discover 
facts, the public remains unconcerned. 


On a recent radio talk show, a caller 


demonstrated the apprehension of many 
members of the public that "shield" laws 
would bestow a sort of supercitizenship 
on people nho happen to make their liv- 
ings as gatherers of news. 


If such people, argued the caller, have 


the right to refuse testimony in court, 
why should not any other citizen have 
the same right? 


The point that is missed here Is that 


no responsible newsmen have ever con- 
tended that they arc exempt from testi- 
fying in court. There can be no reason- 
able argument established for a reporter 
withholding from a court or a grand jury 
whatever knowledge he may have con- 
cerning a criminal act or a civic in- 
justice. 


The example is simple. If Joe Smith, 


public employe, learns of bribery, em- 
bezzlement or other wrongdoing by a 
public official and passes the information 
to John Doc, reporter, it is Doe's duty 
to report the information to the public. 


It Is also his responsibility to furnish 


the court with any knowledge he pos- 
sesses about the details of the crime. 


Newsmen argue simply that the report- 


er has an equal responsibllty to protect 
the identity of the person who made it 
possible to halt the wrongdoing. It is not 
a personal thing between John Doe and 
Joe Smith. Doc, the reporter, is simply 
carrying out a responsibility shared by 
the public to protect Smith, the infor- 
mant, from political or physical reprisal 
for the service be performed for the pub- 
lic.

Revaluation of the German mark and 


Japanese yen or devaluation of the dollar 
is just an expedient that hopefully will be 
a catalyst for more action toward the 
permanent resolution of our International 
monetary problems, a Department of 
Commerce official said this week.

The "Speak Up" campaign will urge 


consumers to call their Better Business 
Bureau before making purchases to ob- 
tain Information on "what to look for and 
look out for," as well as fo? Information 
on the reliability of a particular mer- 
chant. Consumers arc also encouraged to 
call the BBB If they have a complaint 
after making a purchase. 


TO HANDLE the expected Increase in 


calls, the BBB nationally has added 215 
telephone lines and 140 employes. In the 
Chicago office, two additional people are 
now helping handle the 700 calls received 
dally, according to James F. Baumhart, 
director of operations. 


Tho BBB has published a scries of 


pamphlets ulth tips for consumers on 
home Improvement, appliances, credit, 
warranties, mall order, home study and 
other topics. Tho 135 bureaus also keep 
flics on businesses, which form the basis 
for recommending or advising against 
particular merchants. 


there has been criticism of the effec- 


tiveness of the BBB from consumerlsts 


who point out that tho BBB is supported 
by member businesses and has no legal 
authority. 


But the BBB counters in its ads with 


the statement) "The businessmen who 
support your Better Business Bureau 
know that when you have problems with 
one business, it can be bad for all busi- 
ness." 


ALTHOUGH THE BBB's files are orig- 


inally "pretty much written by the com- 
panies," Baumhart said, the BBB con- 
ducts a field Investigation of each com- 
pany to ascertain the truthfulness of the 
Information submitted, and "from then 
on, the file Is based on complaints re- 
ceived and on the company's demonstra- 
ted customer relations." 


Baumhart added that membership In 


the BBB Is "very selective" and said 
that a company can be thrown out If it 
falls to live up to good business stan- 
dards. 


In Chicago the BBB has a record of 


achieving satisfactory adjustment of con- 
sumer problems, upon receipt of the In- 
itial complaint, In 67 per cent of all 
cases, according to Baumhort. The BBB 
also regularly refers complaints In- 
dicating illegal practices, such as fraud, 
to the proper legal agencies. The Chicago 
office made 597 such referrals last 
month, Baumhart said. 


While noting that some complaints 


made by consumers are not valid, Baum- 
hart denied that businessmen are hurt by 
this. 


"Of 18,595 complaints last year, only 


400 to 500 were Invalid or void," he said. 
"Most people who contact us are not Just 
letting off steam." 


"IT WAS generally recognized that the 


Smithsonian agreement In 1971 was just 
a crude reflection of competitive condi- 
tions as they existed at that time and 
that there was a need for fundamental 
reform of the monetary and trading 
structures to cope with the problems we 
now have," he said. 


"However," Marks continued, "until

tion for the savings and loan business, 
said that fourth quarter delinquency ra- 
tios were: October, 74; November, 72 
and December, 79. The average ratio 
during the final months of 1972 was 75, 
matching exactly the second quarter fig- 
ure, but up slightly from the 746 regis- 
tered In the third quarter. 


The league bases Its monthly report of 


mortgage loan delinquencies on a survey 
of more than 900 savings and loan associ- 
ations. Loans considered delinquent for 
the survey purpose are those on which 
payments have not been made within 60 
days of the date stipulated on the mort- 
gage. The survey Includes all types of 
mortgage loans — conventional FHA and 
VA.

Mount Prospect grew rather slowly until after World War 
II. but as a result of the mass move to the suburbs by 
Chicogoons. its population increased 371.6% during the 
1950's.

Many largo trees line the village streets and the Chamber 
of Commerce annually sponsors such events as a 3-day 
July 4th Fair. Welcome Lady service to new residents, 
and in recent years an annual Octoborfest. 
Mount Prospect celebrated its 50th Anniversary in 1967. 
highlighted by a 3-day fair, parade, and village historical 
exhibition. The village is developed with numerous wind- 
ing streets and features home styles of all sizes and 
designs with the downtown area paralleling the Chicago 
and North Western Railroad tracks. 
CHURCHES: 
Included in the village are 4 Lutheran. 2 Catholic, and 8 
Protestant churches.

VILLAGE HISTORY: 
The recorded history begins about 1871 when a Chicago 
real estate man. E. C. Eggleston., purchased a tract of 
land from the Burke and Rooney families, who were 
among the early farmers to settle in this area. He named 
the town "Mount Prospect" probably to express his 
optimism as to its future. The settlement grew slowly, 
even after erection of the Chicago and North Western 
Railroad station about 1875. According to the "Illinois 
State Gazetteer" in 1893 the village had a population of • 
35 with mail delivery once a day. One of the earliest 
business establishments in the village was a creamery 
and cheese factory operated by William Will at Bussa 
and Wille Streets. 
RECREATION: 
The village is served by the Mount Prospect Park District 
and the -River Trails Park District. The Mount Prospect 
Park District has 3 outdoor pools. 1 indoor pool, and 
sevsral parks scattered throughout the village. Also, it 
has the Lions Park Recreation Center, and the Mount 
Prospect Community Center, the latter having an 18-hole 
golf course. The River Trails Park District has an outdoor 
pool. Both have sled hills. Mount Prospect also has 
tennis courts. 
Also in Mount Prospect is a private indoor-outdoor tennis 
club, as well as numerous movies and theatres. Planned 
is an indoor ice skating rink, privately owned, for the 
Randhurst Shopping Center. 
HOUSING: 
Established areas of older homes meet newly construct- 
ed areas with the average age of homes estimated at 10 
years. Prices range from $33.000 to $125,000. New 
homes start at $40.000. Over 700 rental units are in the 
village, including some new 12-flat buildings and several 
"close-to-downtown" 2 unit apartment areas. There are 
many new major apartment complexes on the perimeter 
• 


of the village, and rents range from $245 to $350 per 
month. 


MEDICAL: 
Northwest Community Hospital and Holy Family Hospital 
are adjacent to the village. In addition, there are 35 
doctors and 30 dentists operating within the village. 


TOWN SHOPPING: 
The central downtown district features a full variety of 
retail shops with several "Park-and-Shop" centers. Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center is located at the north end of the 
village and there are various secondary shopping districts 
on the perimeter of the village. 
TRANSPORTATION: 
C&NW trains reach the Loop in 42 minutes (29 minutes 
for express trains). The United Motor Coach buses take 
70 minutes to reach the Loop. A recent special bus 
system has been developed to commute shoppers from 
Chicago directly to Randhurst. 
VILLAGE GOVERNMENT: 
Mount Prospect has a village form of government. The 
head of the village is the Village President, also called 
the Mayor. He and a Board of 6 trustees, all elected at 
large, pass legislation for the village. The Village Man- 
ager is the chief administrator. He carries out the policy 
of the Village Board. Under the Village Manager are the 
department heads such as the Fire Chief and the Police 
Chief. 
SCHOOLS: 
The village includes 7 public elementary, 2 junior high, 
and 5 high schools serve the community, with Prospect 
High School and Forest View High School located within 
the village. There are also 1 Lutheran and 2 Catholic 
elementary schools in the village. The pupihteacher ratio 
is 22:1. with $690 spent per pupil annually. 
ORGANIZATIONS: 
There are 34 civic and service clubs available to men and 
women.

How zoning regulations got started 


Real estate zoning Is so common today 


that it is often surprising to learn that 
the practice has had a history of con- 
troversy. While most cities and towns In 
tho United States have wide patterns of 
zoning ordinances, there ore still a few 
cities that have not yet adopted the prac- 
tice. 


The right to use real estate according 


to the personal whims and dictates of tho 
owner Is deeply Imbedded hi the common 
law heritage of our nation. Zoning ordi- 
nances — limitations or restrictions of 
land usage for tho common good, regard- 
less of tho owner's wishes — represent a 
compromise of this tradition that has 
caused disagreement. 


Erecting a drive-In restaurant in the 


center of a residential district may be 
desirable and profitable land usage for 
the restaurant owner under special cir- 
cumstances, but it Is obviously not desir- 
able or profitable from tho itandpont of 
the homeowners In tho Immediate neigh- 
borhood. Neither Is it reasonable to ex- 
pect a restaurant owner to abandon his 
existing business because a homo devel- 
oper has just begun building In the Im- 
mediate area and claims that the drive- 
in Is affecting tho salcablllty of his 
homes. 


IUIATER THAN attempting to settle 


such disputes on a personal basis or tak- 
ing each case to court, it has become tho 
normal procedure in most cities and vil- 
lages to delegate zoning decisions to a 
commissioner board. At best, the prac- 
tice still remains an uneasy truce. Tho 
zoning authority can have power only 
over tho proposed uso of land. If an ob- 
jection arises, provision Is reserved for a 
heating to present each sldo of tho ques- 
tion. If no agreement is reached, the dis- 
pute may be settled by vote of the com- 
munity residents.

informed property owner, it is Important 
to understand that there arc many own- 
en who take matters of zoning for grant- 
ed with little or no understanding of their 
Importance both to the community con- 
cerned and to their individual pocket- 
books. 


Individuals owning or contemplating * 


the purchase of property on u highly 
traveled street, for example, should real- 
ize that a combination of Increased traf- 
fic flow, noise and location could give 
rise to a change In zoning from single- 
family residential to apartment, com- 
mercial or even Industrial usage. Thus, 
the matter of a contemplated chance in 
zoning could be on advantage or a poten- 
tial hazard, depending upon the use or 


intended use of the property in question. 
Indeed, it may be a decided advantage to 
seek a zoning change. 


WHILE CHANGES In zoning normally 


represent community growth and are 
usually healthy for an area, it should be 
pointed out that any property owner in 
tho area affected is entitled to protest 
the change. If he Is able to gain suf- 
ficient support from other property own- 
ers in his area, proposed zoning changes 
can be defeated. 


Tho diversity of zoning laws and var- 


ying zoning terminology from city to city 
and from state to state often leads to 
considerable confusion on the part of 
property owners in our highly mobile 
population. A new resident' In a different 


state often has to become familiar with a 
whole new terminology concerning zon- 
ing definitions. The growth of planning 
boards makes uniform designations more 
desirable, for planning boards often work 
on a larger area and must reconcile the 
meaning of the terms used by the vari- 
ous communities in their jurisdiction. 


If you are in doubt about zoning in 


your area, a phone call to the zoning au- 
thority can resolve your question, or a 
Realtor serving the area has the Infor- 
mation you are seeking. He can also tell 
you about trends, what property Is being 
rczoncd, and what property might be 
subject to change hi the near future. He 
can also tell you what procedure is In- 
volved In requesting a zoning change.

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Old houses becoming new homes 
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Old bouses are fast becoming new 


homes for thousands of American famt 
lies - especially young married* with 
definite Ideas about remodeling, accord- 
Ing to Jackson W. Goss, president and 
chief executive officer of Investors Mort- 
gage Insurance Company (IM1C), Bos- 
ton. 


"About 2S per cent of the mortgage 


loan* which 1MIC insures are for homes 
at least 23 years old, including some over 
100 years old," he said. 


Investors Mortgage Insurance works 


with lenders, such as savings and loan 
oMoclatlons, mutual savings bonks and 
commercial banks, by Insuring the top 
20-25 per cent of high-ratio conventional 
mortgage loans. 


"Interestingly, most of the older homes 


are being bought and remodeled by 
young families in the 21-to-26 age brack- 
et The lower prices on most older 
dwellings usually leave the buyers with 


enough money — or borrowing power — 
to pay remodeling costs. 


"THE AVERAGE price of a newly 


built home today Is $32,400, compared to 
a national average price of #7,800 for 
older residences — a $4,600 difference. In 
most Instances, additions or improve- 
ments add value, making the home even 
more of an investment," Goss empha- 
slies. 


The costs of home remodeling vary 


across the country, with labor rates gen- 
erally the highest in the Northeastern 
and Mid-Atlantic states and on the West 
Coast, he sold. 


"A recent study, for example, shows 


that the costs of completely remodeling a 
kitchen with all new appliances can 
range from about $4,000 to $7,000. Re- 
building a bathroom, with all new fix- 
tures, can run from approximately $2,000 
to $4,000. The conversion of a two-car at- 
tached garage to a family room ranges 
in cost from $2,500 to about $5,000. 


"According to the study, the costs of 


adding a room at ground level range 
from about $18 to $30 a square foot. How- 
ever, any of these alterations not only 
add to a family's living pleasure, they 
can mean possible higher resale values 
In the future," Goss points out. 


THERE ARE OTHER changes which 


may not increase the resale value but 
will make the home more attractive and 
possibly easier to sell at a later date, he 
notes. 


"Such amenities as a finished base- 


ment recreation room, a patio or even a 
swimming pool can certainly enhance 
the livobllity of a home 


"The real excitement of remodeling, 


whether you have it done or do It your- 
self, Is the joy of seeing an old home 
come alive with a new personality. The 
charm and comfort of an older dwelling 
is hard to match, especially when you 
have a hand in creating that charm and 
comfort," Goss said. 


Mobiles ease low-cost housing woes 


The mobile home Industry continues to 


solve low-Income housing problems. 


That's the opinion of the federal Re- 


serve Bank of Chicago, which recently 
Issued a strong report on the industry. 
"Mobile homes stand out as the most 
successful innovation In low-Income hous- 
ing In the past 20 yaars," the report 
stated. 


A recent freeze on governmental hous- 


ing subsidies should not Impede the prog- 
ress made by the Industry because mo- 
bile homes developed through the efforts 
of private businessmen, not government 
gifts. The bank pointed out, through In- 
formation provided by MHMA, that the 
average mobile home produced Is 12 by 
62 feet and has approximately 750 square 


feet of living space. It sells for under 
$7,000, which averages between $8 50 and 
$10 per square foot. 


The costs of mobile homes have re- 


mained almost constant while on-slto 
construction has increased sharply. Site- 
built construction overages $15 to $18 per 
square foot, almost twice the cost of mo- 
bile home construction. 


Industry shipments arc skyrocketing. 


Homo deliveries In 1972, MHMA told the 
Federal Reserve Bank, approached the 
600,000 mark, shattering all previous de- 
livery records. 


FORECASTS FOR 1973 are promising. 


Housing experts predict slte^bullt starts 
will decrease approximately* 10 per cent 
while mobile home shipments ore ex-

People who have bought real estate, 


especially more than once, are usually 
well aware of the value of location. 
Young people looking for their first house 
should be careful to select for location, 
or at least recognize that the bargain 
they find In a poor location might pro- 
vide good living quarters, but It will have 
less resole value. 


Actually, location consists of a number 


of considerations, each having Its sepa- 
rate Influence on buyers. For example, 
(ho proximity to schools In the area Is 
heavily weighted as a consideration by 
most buyers, while with the advent of 
more two-car families In today's econo- 
my, nearness to shopping, churches and 
public transportation are given more 
moderate weighting, and the availability 
of closely recreational facilities may bo 
considered even less Important by most 
home buyers. 


Among other important location fac- 


tors arc closeness to work, quality and 
appearance of the neighborhood, and the 
value of its "address." 


THE VALUE of a particular location 


for a house can change as Its surround- 
ings change, but generally speaking, 
such changes are gradual They take 
place over a period of years as the 
houses become older, as services, in the 
neighborhood improve or deteriorate, 
and as tho growth of the community af- 
fects value. The older the neighborhood,

however, the more gradual the change. 


A home site Is a part of a neighbor- 


hood. It is a standard of living and often 
a whole pattern of life. It reflects Inter- 
ests, incomes, ages, and family size. 
Families who live Immediately surround- 
ing an elementary school, for Instance, 
are most likely to be young families with 
young children with the interests, Income 
and ambitions of young people. 


In today's mobile population, with 


homeowners moving on the average of 
every three to five years In the larger 
urban areas, there is usually sufficient 
turnover In such neighborhoods to offer 
new young families an opportunity to 
buy. Families whoso children are grown 
find that particular fact of location no 
longer on advantage and are apt to sell 
because of the changing neighborhood 
pattern. 


Houses in such a location are usually a 


good investment because their worth is 
related, at least in part, to an Institution 
that should outlast tho house, In this case 
a school. 


POOR LOCATION can be an asset for 


a family seeking the best possible value. 
For example, the young family with chil- 
dren who prefers to live half a block 
from on elementary school might be will- 
ing to sacrifice that convenience If a 
larger house farther away Is cheaper be- 
cause there Is less demand for it. 


The whole subject of location Is such a 


matter of personal choice and circum- 
stances that every family's ideal require- 
ment will bo different In some respects. 
This Is why the Realtor or other real es- 
tate broker will usually ask questions of 
a house seeker to bring out their inter- 
ests, their circumstances, their economic 
position, as well as their desires. 


He can then select listings that offer a 


choice within general categories of hous- 
ing. He can point out t!.o advantages and 
disadvantages of a particular house to 
that particular buyer.

There bos been much said about "le- 


verage" is making real estate in- 
vestment Leverage means that by using 
a small amount of money, the investor 
can accomplish big things.

You can make tho payments out of 
rental earnings and still have money left 
after taxes and upkeep to do with as you 
want You are letting other people's mon- 
ey work for you. You ore using leverage. 


Hera is an example of leverage cited in 


a book, "Creative Real Estate In- 
vestment,' published by the California 
Real Estate Association: 


"SEVERAL YEARS ago a mall carrier 


bought house after house for never more 
than 10 per cent down. Ho did the needed 
cleanup work. Ho rented them for 
enough to pay taxes, maintenance and 
payments. In approximately 10 years he 
owned 15 clear houses. Then he resigned 
from tho post office and become a full- 
time investor and real estate rental oper- 
ator." 


There are considerably more com- 


plicated methods of using leverage. It 
can be through long-term lease, sale and 
lease-back, options on vacant land, and 
many other situations. 


Leverage is especially helpful In build- 


ing on estate when there is increasing 
demand for real estate to serve on ex- 
panding population. The increasing de- 
mand raises the value of the real estate, 
and owner's equity. 


If you invested $3,000 in a $20,000 prop- 


erty which doubled in value In 20 years, 
at which Umo you had it paid off from 
rental income, your $3,000 is now worth 
$40,000. Every dollar is now worth more 
than $13.

using leverage for Investment purposes 
and can guide you on which leverage 
route might be best In your situation.

How to obtain housing for a wide range 


of Income groups for your community is 
the topic of a book just published by the 
Illinois Housing Development Authority 
and the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission. 


Such a book would have been pre- 


mature a few years ago, when the 
phrase "low-and-moderate-lncome-hous- 
ing" evoked in most people's minds only 
the image of the high rise public housing 
project in the heart of the city. Today, 
many communities have used federal 
and state funds to help provide housing 
for their elderly citizens Some have also 
provided housing within the reach of lo- 
cal workers who previously had to re- 
verse commute. 


NIPC Comr. Jack Pahl and acting di- 


rector David Midglcy of IHDA, say the 
various housing programs have been ex- 
plained for the housing expert in pre- 
vious publications, but not to the non- 
technical reader until now. The book is 
expected to be valuable even outside II- 
llmols for Its clear explanation of all fed- 
eral programs 


The title of the book is "Housing: A 


Community Handbook." In 142 pages, the 
book covers the history of subsidized 
housing, the programs available, the de- 
velopment process, analyzing community 
needs, local sponsors, community sup- 
port, and the planning context of hous- 
ing. 


The book is Intended to be the first In a 


series of how-to-do-it housing guides for 
local communities, to be written and 
published by IHDA and NIPC jointly. 
IHDA is a public benefit corporation es- 
tablished by the Illinois General Assem- 
bly to finance the development of moder- 
ate and middle-income housing through- 
out the state. NIPC is the comprehensive 
general planning agency for the six coun- 


ties which Include Chicago and suburbs.

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Apartment residents seeking a better deal 


The sound and the fury of unhappy 


apartment dwellers protesting alleged in- 
justices has become a crescendo loud 
enough to be heard by property owners 
and managers as well as by legislators 
who value the votes of the more numer- 
ous apartment residents. 


"As a result, laws are being changed 


so that the resident gets a fairer shake," 
says WUIlam D. Sally, vice president of 
Balrd & Warner Inc., and general man- 
ager of the firm's property management 
division. 


Writing In the magazine, "The Nation- 


al Real Estate Investor," Solly com- 
ments: 


"Apartment residents arc getting more 


sophisticated. Tliey no longer meekly 
sign an apartment lease. Instead, If they 
see things In fine print that they don't 
like, they demand that changes bo made. 
And if the owner or agent won't oblige, 
they go to a different rental development 
or to their representative or state legisla- 
tor to even things out — such as demand- 
Ing that Interest bo paid on security de- 
posits and that the owner guarantees the 
basic promise of the habltablllty of the 
unit." 


WHAT HAS BROUGHT about this resl- 


dent activism? What arc some of tho 
causes that have turned formerly docile 
residents Into militants? 


Sally charges that "Inept manage- 


ment" is one factor that Is "fueling the 
tenant movement," pointing to '.'tho poor 
practice of somo owners and property 
managers" and to "the unwillingness of 
some property owners to accept the rec- 
ommendatlons of their managers to do 
what has to be done to keep a property 
operating properly." 


He also believes that residents who fail 


to acquaint themselves with their rights 
and obligations may be equally to blame 
for fanning the flame. 


Sally believes, however, that apart- 


ment residents "will bo accommodated 
and that resident-owner disputes are far 
from being Insurmountable," and he pre- 
dicts* that resident complaints will be 
sharply reduced or completely elimi- 
nated. 


As an Important step In the min- 


imization of some of the problems, Sally 
notes that his firm "was one of the first 
in our city to come out in favor of non- 
discriminatory housing practices, even 
though our president, John Balrd, was 
criticized by many of his colleagues for 
the stand he took in the early 1960s fa- 
voring equal housing. 


"Perhaps," ho chides, "if there had 


been more of this type of action and sup- 
port by real estate leaders throughout 
tho country in years gone by, there 
would be less militaries among apart- 
ment residents today." 


HOWEVER, SALLY stresses, "mill- 


tance is not confined to the poor or to the 
blacks. You're finding resident activism 
among mlddle-and upper-class renters, 
too, among whom the big issues are se- 
curity and maintenance." 


Lending support to resident activism, 


he observes, "is the overall consumer 
movement Itself, In which consumers are 
seeking greater protection for their 
rights in everything from safety in au- 
tomobiles to fob- interest figures on cred- 
it purchases and purity in the foods they 
cat. 
, 


It is this kind of satisfaction that Sally 


envisions for residents, declaring that he

• Be sure the security precautions in 


the building will give you a sense of well- 
being. 


e Get complete information about the 


rules and regulations of the building; 
you will have to live with them. 


e Investigate the utility companies 


that wiQ be serving you; again, you may 
want assurance that you will be getting 
accustomed service. 


• Check out the locations of the near- 


est supermarkets, places of worship, 
schools, libraries, playgrounds and other 
community services. Their lack of prox- 
imity can spell unhapplness. 


Unraveling the mystery 
of financing a home 


Some families who otherwise might 


own their own homes are stopped from 
taking that satisfying step because they 
do not understand what sources of fi- 
nancing are available to them. 


A real estate broker can take some of 


the mystery out of tho process by ex- 
plaining various forms of financing. So 
can a banker or savings and loan officer. 


Basically, there are three sources of 


loans on houses and other types of resi- 
dential property: 1) financial Institutions 
such as savings and loan associations 
and banks, 2) mortgage bankers and 
loan correspondents, and 3) the private 
lender. 


By law, savings and loan associations 


must invest a high percentage of their 
depositors' savings in homo mortgages. 
That was the reason for their creation. 
Banks also invest in home mortgages, 
though tho percentage of their deposits 
used for this purpose is considerably 
smaller than the percentage applying to 
savings and loon associations. Together, 
these two arc the principal sources for 
what is known as conventional financing. 


Conventional financing is characterized 


by being the most readily avail- 
able. Interest rates and length of time 
for repayment, as a result, reflect how 
large a money supply is available. In 
times of "tight money" when demand Is 
greater than supply, Interest-rates rise 
and short term loans arc favored. When 
money is plentiful, interest rates decline 
and loans are usual.

loons ore made by conventional sources 
but with repayment guaranteed. Among 
. rather strict conditions of the guarantee 
are certain standards of construction, 
space, inspection, and other require- 
ments designed to be sure the property is 
not below a certain quality. The borrow- 
er pays an insurance fee, Vi of one per 
cent of tho amount of the loan, which 
goes into a general FHA fund. Any 
defaults are charged against tho fund. 


Whllo this form of loon is usually re- 


ferred to as "publicly assisted," in fact, 
the Insurance fees of borrowers pay tho 
entire cost of operating tho program. No 
taxpayers' money is required. It Is one of 
the few federal programs that has paid 
Its own way, and has even mado a profit. 


Veterans Administration loans operate 


on the same principle as FHA, except 
that tho borrower does not pay insur- 
ance. 


Interest rates for both FHA and VA 


loans are set by tho Congress. During 
times of "tight money" FHA loans aro 
available only when sellers are willing to 
pay "points" as a bonus for agreeing to 
FHA financing. A "point" is 1 per cent of 
the amount of tho loan. There aro no 
"points" involved in VA financing. 


FHA and VA financing have several 


advantages to the borrower, among 
them, up to 30 years to repay, no money 
down on VA loans, and modest down 
payments — up to about 10 per cent — 
on FHA loans. 


MONEY from mortgage bankers or 


loan correspondents (usually, a Realtor 
or other real estate broker) is available 
directly from those sources. The money 
they channel into mortgages comes from 
Insurance companies, pension funds, and 


Individual Investors. Down payment re- 
quirements are usually a little higher 
than for conventional financing, but In- 
terest rates are a fraction lower. Length 
of loans depend on the market and usual- 
ly do not exceed 20 years. 


The last source of financing, through 


private lenders, Is Aunt Maude or some 
other individual who has a limited 
amount of money to loan. Often this is 
the source of funds for second mort- 
gages. A second mortgage is in addition 
to the first mortgage and if there is a 
foreclosure, con only be satisfied after 
tho first mortgage is paid off. 


Second mortgages are usually for from 


three to five years and at a higher inter- 
est rate than first mortgages. Realtors 
often know of private lenders who will 
make second mortgage loans. 


These are the sources of financing for 


homo mortgages. Each has its advan- 
tages and disadvantages, partly depend- 
ing on the condition of the real estate 
market and the availability of funds. All 
of them are designed to help families 
own their own homes, and the people 
who arrange them are anxious to see 
them used. 


• Above all, read your apartment 


lease thoroughly. Don't make any as- 
sumptions. Does it clearly state that your 
apartment will be decorated period- 
ically? What will be expected of you 
when you terminate your lease? If tho 
lease isn't clear to you, have someone 
(perhaps your lawyer) read it who does 
understand it. And if you have minor or 
major points to negotiate with the build- 
ing manager, do so before signing the 
lease.

You've heard of firm mattresses, but a 


concrete one? 


That was the choice of Ed Fitzsim- 


mons as ho curled up several times near 
the steps of the Marmion Military Acade- 
my's pool balcony. 


Nobody In sight was catnapping on ce- 


ment during the Suburban Catholic Con- 
ference showdown Saturday, but there 
was also a lack of two-time winners. 


"I'd just lay down and think how I was 


going to swim the 400 or 200." said the 
St. Viator distance swimmer. "I was 
really tired after the 200 ... 
I was glad 


there were a couple of heats In each 
event" 
„«*( 


Ed's brief rests enabled him to be the 


only individual double winner at the Aur- 
ora hosted meet. His victories In the 200 
and 400 freestylcs and a dramatic an- 
choring job In the 400 free relay paced 
the Lions of Coach John Fleck to a solid 
SCC championship. 


"Fantastic!" exclaimed Fleck in de- 


scribing Fitzsimmons' performance. "He 
worked out hard this past summer. Last 
year his 1:56.0 was his best time in the 
district. He's dropped real fast." 


"Fltz" turned In a 1:53.2 in the 200- 


yard freestyle, just a heartbeat ahead of 
his Marmion competitor (1:543). He 
termed It his toughest event. 


"I told Ed to work that third SO and 


that's where he started pulling away," 
said Fleck. "Me swam a smart race." 


"The 
guy from Marmion had gotten 


ahead of me," 
recalled Fitzsimmons, 


who added that "mostly my condi- 
tioning" won the event. 


Five events and a nice rest "later, 


"Fltz" was back on the block for the 400. 
Due to the lack of good distance men In 
the event, Fleck Instructed him to "get 
out really fast and really psych them 
out." He did just that and continued to 
widen the lead for a winning time of 
4:07.5. 


This is the first year "Fltz" has 
com- 


pletely concentrated on the distance 
events after being a 100-yard backstroke 
and 100 freestyler. 


"Ills 200 Is good but his 400 Isn't right 


yet." 
pointed out Fleck. "His endurance 


just sllll Isn't there. He's got a lot more 
work as far as yardage goes." 


Since he's only a junior, "Fltz" plans 


to work on his specialties pretty hard to 
prepare for next year. 


Ed's been In the water since he was 


six. His parents taught him how just as 
they have done for his eight other broth- 
ers and sisters, two of whom swam for 
St. Viator — Jim and Dick. 


"We started out In swimming because 


mom wanted to keep us clean," revealed 
Ed. "Since we had to take a shower ev- 
ery day before swimming, it would keep 
us clean and also healthy."

S-foot-2, ISO-pounds. "Fltz" used Us long- 
er arms to capture the most exciting 
event of the meet — the final relay. 
Trailing In the event as be entered the 
water. SI. Viator's anchor man was 
thinking, "I didn't come here to lose."

As a new concept In type collecting, 


the US. Numlstnmp Idea Is extremely 
popular. New collectors find the Idea of 
putting together a complete set of US. 
coin types \in the numistamp scries is 
much simpler than trying to assemble an 
Mitlro set of 119 coins, many of which are 
almost Impossible to acquire. 


Collectors agree that being able to sec 


the obverse and reverse designs at the 
same time makes an explanation of the 
difference between two types of a single 
major Issue comparatively easy. 


To demonstrate this reasoning, lake a 


look at the Shield nickel of 1866 The. first 
issuo that year contained rays between 
each of the 13 stars encircling tho largo 
figure "S" on the reverse. Shortly alter 
the 1B67 mintage was under way tho rays 
were removed. Why Is anybody's guess, 
but it created a second design type or a 
Typo I and Type II. 


The shield nickel was discontinued in 


.1833 with the Issuance of tho Liberty 
head design. Hero again, on oversight 


• caused two types to bo produced with tho 


same date. Tho Typo III or first Liberty 
head failed to show tho word CENTS on 
tho reverse with the space Immediately 
'under the wreath being occupied by tho 
motto E PLURIBUS UNUM. 


TIIIS LITTLE deletion caused endless 


circulation problems for tho Treasury de- 
partment and later the samo year tho 
reverse was redesigned to display the 
wort cents properly and relocate the 
motto just abovo tho wreath. 


In 1913 a similar miscalculation caused 


two "Buffalo" nickels to bo Issued and a 
temporary metallurgical hangup father- 
cd two major types of the Jefferson nick- 
el In 1942. Consequently, there arc eight 
types. 


While cicry effort has been made to 


maintain accuracy In the configuration, 
tho depth Is deliberately Increased to a 
semi high relief not experienced by tho 
coin Itself. For example, the outline of 
Liberty's head 1s Identical to that of tho 
prototype, but at its highest point tho 
contour of tho facial features rises 
slightly above the heights of tho rim. 


Tho same effect has been given to tho 


Indian head and tho Lincoln head in tho 
stx-plcco one-rent series.

The U S. Postal Service will issue an 


8-cent commemorative stamp honoring 
George Gershwin, American composer, 
Feb. 28. First day ceremonies will be 
held in Beverly Hills, Calif, in con- 
junction with the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers. 


Gershwin, composer of some 400 songs, 


won world acclaim in 1924 for his 
"Rhapsody In Blue," a symphonic treat- 
ment of Jazz. His American folk opera, 
"Porgy and Bess" has become a classic 
although early critics dubbed his effort a 
'fake* and Gershwin himself did not live 
to see it attain its rightful place. He died 
In 1937 at age 38. 


The stamp, which will be semi-jumbo 


in size, will be printed 40 stamps to a 
pane on the Andreotti press and will car- 
ry six plate numbers. Designed by Mark 
English of Georgetown, Conn., it depicts 
a Gershwin profile and a montage of fig- 
ures from "Porgy and Bess." It is to be 
the first stamp in the American Arts 
series.

Dear Dr. Lamb — In one of your col- 


umns you recently said that vegetables 
did not contain cholesterol. Ordinarily 
I've found your Information to be both 
Interesting and factual but In this in- 
stance It appears that you've overlooked 
the fact that one plant product that U 
high In cholesterol Is the common coco- 
nut and because many of the coffee 
cream substitutes are based on coconut 
products they should be avoided even 
(hough no such Information appears on 
the label. 


I)f»r Header — Coconut oil does not 


contain one tingle drop of cholesterol and 
I'll be happy to be quoted on that any- 
where. The confusion results from the 
point that saturated fats, and coconut oil 
U high In saturated fat, stimulate the 
body to form cholesterol. This Is the rea- 
son that It U not recommended to use 
coconut all. This Is quite different from 
saying that coconut oil contains choles- 
terol. 


Our body normally forms cholesterol. 


Apparently it will form excess amounts 
of cholesterol and cause excess amounts 
of cholesterol and fatty particles la the 
blood steam In people who eat too much 
of almost any type of food, including too 
much carbohydrates, and all kinds of 
fats. 


Incidentally, a synonym for coconut oil 


by the food companies Is often "vege- 
table oil." Tus, If you want to avoid coco- 
nut oil don't buy products that simply 
say "vegetable oil" because It very often 
means coconut oil. 


Why do food manufacturers use coco- 


nut oil? Because it's saturated and there- 
fore doesn't become rancid so early and 
that means the shelf-life of the product 
will be longer. The coffco whiteners and 
artificial creamers that are used by 
many people to avoid the saturated fats 
that ore in cream contain coconut oil 
which Is rich in saturated fat and defeats 
that purpose for using It 


Search for mental health 
American Indian- 
a victim of society

chiatric treatment, research, education 
and community service.) 


The problem with the American Indian 


Is that ho wants to bo left alone — away 
from the values of middle class society 
that have harmed him. "The American 
Indian today," said Dr. Carl Ham- 
merschlag, psychiatrist with the Indian 
Health Service, "suffers from a high rato 
o f n l c o h o l l z o t l o n and family dis- 
integration. Thcsj problems stem from 
what's going on In this country today. 


"We have a myth that says all people 


are capable of becoming what they are 
capable of being. We don't recognize that 
some people arc more capable of getting 
than others. Indians have gotten nothing 
— they've been token away from." 


Dr. Hammcrschlag said that If one 


looks at the problem of today's American 
Indian bo must look at It in the historical 
view of dlsenfranchlscmcnt. 


"Initially the Department of War was 


responsible for global care of the Indian 
people. Then the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs was created. This essentially took 


• • • • '*>» .••"•*" *^-t 
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care of the Indian people from cradle to 
grave. But In the giving of housing, 
health and education one takes away. 


"The mere act of giving emphasizes 


one's ability to give and the other's de- 
pendency — it's a re-creation of the 
slave-master syndrome. Other people 
doing things for you disallows you for 
doing things yourself. That is dis- 
illusioning and reinforces your sense of 
powcrlcssncss. 


"THE INDIAN movement Is saying: 


'we don't have to bo power driving, 
strivlngly aggressive, self-steering and 
competitive,'" Dr. Hammcrschlag con- 
tinued. "We value our traditional culture 
which has as much or more to offer. We 
don't want to have to accept what you 
give us." 


What about the alcoholism and the 


family disintegration? "I don't think the 
way to deal with these problems," Dr. 
Hammcrschlag said, "is through psy- 
chotherapy where patients discuss their 
personal problems In living. Wo should, 
rather, deal with the underlying issues of 
w h i c h those aro symptomatic ex- 
pressions. 


"Tho cure for alcoholism and family 


disintegration lies in the dealing with the 
Institution of racism and poverty and the 
recognition that American Indians have 
been deprived. 


"Americans," 
Dr. 
Hammerschlag 


added, "must become aware of what the 
Issues arc that the American Indian Is 
Involved in and the American Indian 
must be supported In his causes." 


I've had several letters from people 


challenging my statement about coconut 
oil and cholesterol. I hope that this reply 
will clarify the matter.

fusion about blood fats, cholesterol and 
what should be in the diet that I suppose 
this Is an overly optimistic expectation 
on my part 


DearDr. Lamb — Is It true that ferti- 


lized eggs are more healthful than un- 
fertilized eggs because they contain hor- 
mones that help to utilize any cholesterol 
that may be in the eggs? Do fertilized 
eggs contain more vitamins than unferti- 
lized eggs? 


Dear Reader — Pure stuff and non- 


sense and shades of quackery. It's a real 
shame that the beneficial effects from 
good nutrition and eating properly have 
to be sabotaged by unscientific and just 
plain downright untruths that ore used to 
bilk the gullible public. 


About the only way that a fertilized 


egg is going to contain more hormones is 
to keep it around long enough until the 
chick embryo develops far enough to 
have its own developing endocrine sys- 
tem. 


Since most people don't core for eggs 


at this stage of their development, I 
doubt that's going to catch on. There js 
no advantage to eating fertilized eggs 
over the standard, good quality eggs that 
con be obtained in any supermarket.

.Shot on location In New York for CBS, 
the television movie follows tho eight- 
year-Bonanno war, culminating In tho 
death of Joe "Bananas" Bonanno and tho 
arrest of his son, BUI. 


DIRECTOR PAUL WENDKOS did not 


know what to expect when he began film- 
Ing In Manhattan. But since "The Godfa- 
ther" tho Maflosl look upon themselves 
n folk heroes, according to Wcndkos. 
• "We Rot all the cooperation in tho 
world," he said. "There were no threats 
or obstructions. 


"It seems the underworld has come to 


think of itself In the samo light as tho 
bandits of old — Jesse James and the 
rest. They figure movies and television 
shows about them are sort of an honor." 
•SUC1I WAS NOT Wcndkos' Intent for 
the film, which will be aired March 1. 


"This is not The Godfather' or "The 


Valachl Papers.' This Is the powerful sto- 
ry of a young man with one foot firmly 
planted In American traditions and val- 
ues and the other in the world of Mafia 
loyalty and honor," said Wcndkos.

MOTION PICTURES allow all the vio- 


lence audiences can stand. Television, 
thanks to fear of the FCC, has restric- 
tions on the amount and kind of mayhem 
and bloodshed allowed on tho tube. 


Inasmuch as dozens of gangsters were 


wiped out during tho Bonanno war, Wcn- 
dkos couldn't very well gloss over the 
killings. 


"Violence Is inherent In mob warfare," 


Wcndkos said. "Wo were aware of that. 
But It has been pushed into the back- 
ground. A story like this doesn't need 
slow-motion deaths and bodies all over 
the place. 


"We've tried the documentary ap- 


proach to authenticity. But we don't be- 
long to the dcath-is-bcautiful school. 


"Bill Bonanno Is n bright young man 


caught up In a web of ironic circum- 
stances. It's the day-in-day-out life story 
of a young man who was taught to honor 
his father and his way of life, but who 
saw the better, decent side of American 
life. 


"The 
fact that his father was one of 


the great dons of the Mafia who encour- 
aged the envy of his fellow dons in alt 
parts of the story. 


"Some 20 or 30 deaths — maybe more 


— resulted from tho gang warfare. Even 
now BUI Bonanno Is in jail for a crime 
that had nothing to do with tho Mafia. 
It's a ballet of irony."

"We're having 
ourselves another International monetary 
crisis, that's what" 


I SAY, "You mean llko those European 


currency speculators are dumping dol- 
lars again, despite all we've done for 
them, like helping them recover from 
world war deuce and protecting them 
from communism and all like that?" 


And Shultz says, "You got It."

revaluations of foreign currencies. 


Or Nixon could simply Impound the 


dollars that speculators have acquired 
overseas. But these would be only tem- 
porary holding actions. 


In the long run, some type of currency 


reform will be necessary to stabilize the 
international monetary situation. 


Like maybe removing the "In God Wo 


Trust" inscription from the dollar bill 
an'd replacing it with a "No Dumping" 
sign.

Indication as to who the observer will be, 
or when the appointment will be made. 


Because the state statute requires that 


tho sanitary district observer have 
"knowledge of the principles of sanitary 
engineering," Mrs. Alter said there Is 
some question whether the post must be 
filled by an engineer. 


Mrs. Alter filed her suit against Ogllvlo 


last September when she was a candi- 
date for the MSD Board. 


Her suit sought a court order forcing 


Ogllvle to appoint on observer.

Destroy 'poisoned lettuce? 
farm militant Chavez urges 


KEENE. Calif. (UPI) - Farm labor 


leader Cesar Chavez has urged tho de- 
struction of "poisoned lettuce" allegedly 
shipped from California and Arizona af- 
ter being Improperly sprayed with a pcs- 
tlddo. 


Chavez, director of the United Farm 


Workers Union, said Tuesday that "largo 
numbers" of boxes of contaminated let- 
tuce had been shipped to points In tho 
United States and Canada before the 
Food and Drug Administration seized 
about 10,000 boxes of It. 


Ills union Is staging a nationwide boy- 


cott of lettuce not picked by its mem- 
bers. 


Chavez* request came in telegrams to 


government authorities In Washington, 
D.C., and Canada and to the nation's two 
largest grocery chains A&P and Safe- 
way. 


Union attorney Jerry Cohen said the 


lettuce was shipped from tho Imperial 
Valley of California and the Yuma Valley 
of Arizona after being contaminated with 
a new organophosphato called Monitor 4. 
He said Its manufacturer has since told 
distributors not to sell the pesticide for 
use on lettuce. 


He said federal Investigators found 


higher than permissible levels of tho 


chemical In lettuce In the two valleys 
and seized 10,000 boxes, Including 2,500 in 
a grocery warehouse.

Chop 2 small onions and mix 
well with the ground beef, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 4 tablespoons water, 2 scant tea- 
spoons salt, a generous dash of freshly 
ground pepper, then form into 4 oblong 
patties. 


With the linger press a depression In 


tho center of each patty, fill with butter 
and then close. Heat butter In a skillet 
and fry patties 3 to S minutes on each 
ildc depending on how well done you 
wish tho beef. Remove from skillet and 
keep hot. In the fat where the beef has 
been fried, brown a medium onion, 


illced, then place onion slices atop pat- 
tics. 


Add flour and water to the fat in tho 


skillet and blend well lo form a creamy 
gravy. Pour this over tho patties and 
serve Immediately. 


ANOTHER GERMAN favorite Is the 


puffed potato pancake known as Kartof- 
fclpuffcr, Relbekuchcn. For 4 servings, 
peel and grate 4 large potatoes and drain 
off liquid by placing potatoes on paper 
toweling. Mix with 2 eggs, 1 cup milk, 3 
tablespoons flour, and salt to taste. Form 
a rather firm dough: 


Heat bacon drippings or shortening In 


a skillet and drop in tho dough, 2 table- 
spoons at a time, then spread out thinly 
to form small pancakes. Fry these on 
both sides to a golden brown. Keep fin- 
ished pancakes hot while using tho rest 
of dough. 


Servo very hot sprinkled with salt, or, 


if you wish, with granulated sugar. Many 
German tastes lean toward sugaring 
these pancakes.

Nancy makes it with pot roast — round 


bone preferred — and cubes the meat 
After browning, it is simmered with lots 
of flavorful Ingredients — tomatoes, on- 
ion, green pepper, wine and herbs, which 
makes a savory gravy (hat is delicious 
over the noodles. 


This good cook admits to having an ar- 


tistic feeling towards food and cooks ac- 
cording to her moods. Her temperament 
influences her menu planning, choice of 
herbs, spices and wines for seasoning, 
and accompaniments. With the colorful 
goulash she might choose a green vege- 
table, a tossed salad or both, and prob- 
ably soft, dinner-type rolls. 


Her favorite roll recipe Is 'also one 


which she acquired from her mother. 
The recipe makes a large batch, but the 
dough may be stored in the refrigerator 
up to ten days and con be used as 
needed. Nancy simply pinches off pieces 
of the dough and places them in greased 
muffin tins, baking enough for one meal 
at a time. As the recipe makes about six 
dozen, fresh homemade rolls can be 
served with several meals before the 


dough Is used up. 


With this dinner she likes to serve 


chocolate cake or brownies for dessert 
The brownies are a family favorite; they 
are moist and chewy with a sprinkling of 
nuts on top.

The National Live Stock and Meat 


Board has initiated a program for coordi- 
nating a standardized nationwide meat 
labeling program. - 


The new program, which should be un- 


derway In many meat markets and food 
stores by next month, will eliminate the 
use of regional names that now confuse 
shoppers. 


Such labels as Pike's Peak, Diamond 


Wedge, Gooseneck and Denver Pot-Roast 
are not particularly informing and have 
been a source of consumer confusion. 


These various fanciful names are rare- 


ly intended to deceive the shopper, .but 
rather usually represent an attempt by a 
retail store or company to give personal 
identity to a line of fresh meat cuts. 


UNDER THE new system each pack- 


age of meat would bear the names of the 
meat by species (beef, veal, pork and 
lamb,) the primal or wholesale cut 
(chuck, loin, etc.), a common retail 
name of the cut standardized through the 
nation (sirloin steak, short ribs, rump 
roast, etc.) and, perhaps, the store's own 
customized name. The latter would allow 
the store or chain to maintain its own 
identity without confusing the customer. 


For ground beef, the Meat Board rec- 


ommends that stores label .different 
kinds of ground beef by name and by 
percentage of fat For example, to the 
names ground beef, lean ground beef, ex- 
tra lean ground beef would be added In- 
formation such as "not less than 75'per 
cent lecn" or whatever the percentage 
happened to be. 


The new program Is voluntary and the 


Board cannot require stores to use the 
standardized names.

It helps smooth things along to do this 


much ahead, but keep the coated cheese 
chilled. However, some guests prefer to 
do the whole thing. For this routine, you 
need Individual saucers of egg white and 
crumbs. To soak up the fat, have plenty 
of paper towels ready for the fried 
cheese. The cheese needs only casual 
contact with the towels — fried fondue Is 
best oaten very warm. 


Serve It plain or with crisp toast or 


crackers. For something sweet, the 
Danes spread the warm cheese with red 
currant Jelly. 


Fried fondue requires the same kind of 


metal pot beef fondue cooks In. If your 
fondue pot is not electric or butane, then 
first heat the fat In a pan on the range in 
your kitchen. Pots heated by canned heat 
or alcohol will not get hot enough. It's 
also a good Idea to re-heat the fat from 
thcso pots now and then. 


Fried fondue Is a natural accom- 


paniment for wine. Dessert wines like 
cream sherry, port and sweet sauternes 
arc 
particularly good choices with 


stronger cheeses like Camenbert, a natu- 
ral white cream cheese, blue cheese or 
Brie. 


CAMEMBEUT CHEESE FONDUE 


1 package (5V4 ounces) or 1 can • 


(7 ounces) Camembert, chilled 


1 egg white, beaten just to blend 


Very fine dry bread crumbs 
(about V4 cup) 
Dash salt 
Dash paprika 
Cut half moon package of Camembert' 


Into 8 wedges, or the can into half and 
each half Into 6 wedges. Dip each wedge 
of cheese into the egg white then Into the 
bread crumbs which have been combined 
with salt and paprika. 


Arrange crumb-coated cheese on wax 


paper-lined tray and chill till time to fry. 
Or cook the coated but still cold cheese 
immediately. 


Heat cooking oil to 375 degrees in elec- • 


trie or butane beef fondue pot. If you're 
using on alcohol burner or canned heat, 
first heat the oil in a pan on your kitchen 
range and transfer to the fonduo pot. 


Let guests spear a wedge of the coated 


Camcmbcrt on long-handled forks and 
fry In the deep hot fat about 1 minute. 
Drain briefly on paper towels then eat 
immediately. Most Americans like this 
fried cheese as is. But It's a Danish cus- 
tom to serve the cheese with red current 
jelly. Or with thin toast or crisp crack- 
ers. Allow about 1 package (S'/i ounces) 
of Camembcrt per person. The egg white 
and bread crumbs go slightly further.

'Farming' fish 
may create new 
food supplies 


This, marine biologists tell us, Is the 


dawning of the age of aquaculturc, when 
"fnrmlng" fish at the edge of the sea and 
harvesting marine stocks will create vnst 
new food supplies. And when alt this 
comes about, It will be like a fairy talc 
conic true In more ways than one. 


A while back, the fictional Dr. John 


DollUIc Implied that the world would be 
n better place "If we could talk to the 
animals." 


Now marine scientists arc echoing Dr. 


Pollttlc's refrain. Dr. John II. Todd of 
the Woods Hole Occanographtc In- 
stitution In Massachusetts, for one, Is 
specifically Interested In "talking" to 
fish and crustaceans, itich as the lobster. 


"ONCE WE LEAItN the chemical and 


acoustic signals that arc the key links In 
the life of these animals, we should be 
able to reproduce them," Todd reports In 
a forthcoming Issue of The Lamp, pub- 
lished by the Exxon Corporation. "Theio 
signals could be used selectively to save 
threatened marine populations .ind to 
"help harvest marine stocks." 


Scientists already know that chronical 


signals cause migrator}' fish, such as the 
salmon and herring, to return to the 
streams of their birth for breeding. Once 
these chemicals can be Identified, ocean- 
side "farmers" will be able to create ar- 
tificial hatching sites and even let their 
"Ihestock" return to the ocean to 
"graze" before returning periodically to 
breed, The Lamp article will say. 


THE I.ODSTKR. too, has not avoided 


Intimate scientific scrutiny. Marine bio- 
logists arc studying lobster sexual and 
social behavior to find clues to curbing 
hostility and Increasing gnmth, Todd re- 
ports. 


Hostility among lobsters has been the 


principal reason why farming them has 
not been a success Recently, however, 
scientists have learned that aggression 
decreases during the courting ritual and 
they ha\c been able to Identify the chem- 
ical that brines on this particular kind of 
social behavior. 


Now Is the time for homcmakcrs to 


count more heavily on good convenience 
foods; such as canned salmon. A one- 
pound can of salmon can be quickly 
transformed Into a hot and hearty lunch- 
con or supper dish to serve six. 


SALMON ROLLS 
A LA CHECQUE 


2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
t'i teaspoons salt 
V4 cup shortening 
2/3 cup milk 


1 pound can salmon

In mixing bowl combine flour, baking

Drain and reserve liquid from can of 


salmon. Flake salmon and combine with 
onion, green pepper, the remaining H 
teaspoon salt and cayenne. Moisten with 
n little of the salmon liquid and spread 
salmon mixture over dough. Roll length- 
wise llko a jelly roll and cut Into H4 inch 
slices. Arrange slices, cut side down In 
buttered baking pan and bake In a pre- 
heated 400 degree oven for 30 minutes. 
Transfer to a warm serving platter and 
garnish with water cress. Serve with 
Lemon Sauce. Serves 6. 


LEMON SAUCE 


2 tablespoons butter 


Wi tablespoons flour 
1*4 cups hot chicken broth 


2 egg yolks 


Juice of Vi lemon 


In saucepan melt butter. Stir In flour 


and cook, stirring, until mixture bubbles. 


Remove from heat. Add hot broth, return 
to heat and stir rapidly until sauce is 
smooth and slightly thickened. Combine 
egg yolks and lemon juice with a little of 
the hot sauce. Stir into the sauce and 
cook, stirring, for 1 minute. Remove Im- 
mediately from heat, without letting the 
sauce boll. Makes about 2 cups sauce.

Cook It briefly In water, broth or vege- 
table juice; then servo with melted but- 
ter or a rich sauco — such ns cheese 
sauce.

Parboil celery chunks, dip them In 
hcrbcd batter and deep fat-fry. (Espe- 
cially good If you add chopped peanuts to 
the batter.)

There are many other ways In which a 


money-saving diet can build good nutri- 
tion.

t'ir margarine Instead of butter, and 


choose spreads made with mostly liquid 
vegetable oils. 


Reserve liquid milk for drinking and 


use nonfat dried milk and evaporated 
skimmed milk for cooking. It's also 
cheaper to make your own fortified 
skimmed milk by adding nonfat dried 
milk to the liquid skimmed variety In- 
stead of paying a few cents more per 
quart for the dairy-fortified product. 


Make your own frozen prepared foods. 


If you first chill low-cost main dishes 
such as stew, fat rises to the surface and 
congeals so It can be removed before you 
divide the food Into meal-size or Individ- 
ual r-crvlngs for freezer storage. 


"Cream" vegetables with sauces made 


with evaporated skimmed milk Instead 
of more expensive, higher caloric cream 
or whole milk. 


Watch newspapers and magazines for 


recipe*, that use beans and other vege- 
tables In unusual ways — In Italian pasta 
con fagllll, or pasta and beans, In French 
cassoulct, or baked beans, and In Carib- 
bean beans and rice. Check cookbooks In 
your public library for other Ideas. 


DRIED BEANS ALSO aro good In sal- 


ads, soups and combination dishes such 
as itcws. In an oil and vinegar dressing, 
they make a good high-protein appetizer 
or salad. 


Buy fruit juices Instead of fruit drinks. 


The former aro more nutritious because 
they contain only juice, somo fruit flesh 
and sometimes, preservatives, but juice 
drinks, punches, nectars and cocktails 
may contain only 10 to SO per cent juice. 
The remainder Is water, sugar, flavor- 
Ings and sometimes, vitamin fortifica- 
tion. 


Packaged frult.flavored gelatin Is In- 


expensive, but far only a few pennies 
more you can have more nutritious 
homemade jelled real fruit juice desserts 
made with canned or frozen reconsti- 
tuted juices, unfavored gelatin and ei- 
ther sugar or sugar substitute. If you 
mix the unfavored gelatin first with the 
sugar. It can be prepared exactly as you 
would the other kind, by dissolving the 
dry mixture In boiling liquid. 


AN APPETIZER course can also save 


money If It leads to smaller servings of a

New standards proposed 


for canned siveetpotatoes 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


(USDA) has proposed a revision of tho 
U.S. grade standards for canned sweet- 
potatoes that should result In a better 
quality product for the consumer. It 
would also broaden the scope of the cur- 
rent standards. The proposal reflects Im- 
proved commercial practices. 


According to USDA's Agricultural Mar- 


keting Service (AMS), tho proposal 
would provide more specific quality lim- 
its which should, In turn, mean that can- 
ned swectpotatoes packed according to 
the U.S. grade standards would have at 
least slightly better color, flavor, odor, 
and uniformity of size. In addition, tho 
revision would clarify definitions of, and 
allowances for, different kinds of defects 
and texture. 


The proposed standards would cover 


for the first time sweetpotato "sections" 
(cylindrical pieces about 2 Inches long) 
and sweetpotatocs with added flavor- 
ings, spices, artificial sweeteners, and 
garnishes such as pineapple and orange 
segments. 


Tho grade names in the canned sweet- 


potato standards would be changed to 
U.S. Grade A and U.S. Grade B to bring 
the terminology In line with standards 
for other canned and frozen fruits and 
vegetables. The present standards pro- 
vide for US. Grades A and C.

mean more sweetpotato In a can. The 
drained weight is determined by weight 
— the sweetpotato content of the finished 
product, after opening the can and drain- 
ing off the packing liquid. 


The proposal would also permit proces- 


sors to determine tho sweetpotato con- 
tent by the fill weight method (Instead of 
drained weight). In the fill weight proce- 
dure, the sweetpotato content Is mea- 
sured before the packing liquid is added 
and the can sealed. The fill weight proce- 
dure would assure more uniformly filled 
containers. This would give the con- 
sumer a more consistent amount of 
sweetpotato and the packer better con- 
trol of his product.

Liver pate and ground beef in stuffing for mushrooms 
Tuna-rice dish is budget helper 


Leave It to the French to come up with 
a family dish that could substitute, for 
some, for mcatloaf. This Is Stuffed Mush- 
rooms, lie de France. These are filled 
with a mixture of lean ground beef, pate 
de fole (liver pale) and blscotte crumbs 
(crisp, French rusk-like toast), and sea- 
soned with herbs and spices. The sauce 
combines beef broth, chopped mushroom 
stems, a Beaujolals wine and gherkins. 
You can make your own bread crumbs If 
blscotte crumbs are not available In your 
specialty food itore. These filled mush- 
rooms also may be served as bors 
d'oeuvres.

Psychodrama 


The action therapy 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Tom mounted the stage, rearranging a 


few chairs and describing the scene he 
was setting to his audience. He settled 
across from his father and began a con- 
versatlon that started In a casual tone 
but exploded Into anger, recrimination 
and tears. 


The director stood nearby, watching 


Tom carefully and breaking In occasion- 
ally with comments and suggestions. 


An hour later Tom listened with the 


director and his father as members of 
the audience commented on what had 
just happened. 


The drama that had unfolded was not 


staged for entertainment. This was psy- 
chodrama, an action form of therapy In 
which people act out their problems and 
fantasies. 


TOM. THE protagonist, wanted to 


work on his relationship with his father, 
a perfectionist who set extremely high 
standards for his only son. Tom selected 
a man from the audience, made up of 
other group members — to play his fa- 
ther. 


Tom used a real confrontation he had 


with his father vhlch was typical of their 
relationship Ilelore beginning, he set the 
stage, physically and verbally, and took 
the role of his father to explain the kind 
of person he Is. 


The therapist, or director, observed the 


action looking for clues on where It 
should go next. When the psychodrama 
concluded the director asked the au- 
dience to share similar feelings and ex- 
periences with Tom — thereby Including 
the audience In the therapy as well as 
giving support and encouragement to the 
protagonist. 


"PSYCHODRAMA allows tho person to 


sec himself In action, to see himself 
through other people's eyes so he can as- 
sess himself in time and space," said Dr. 
Arthur Wclnfcld, a clinical psychologist 
and psychodramatlst on the staff of 
Northwest Mental Health Center, Arling- 
ton Heights, and currently running a psy- 
chodrama group at the I.C.E. House, 
Mount Prospect. 


"With psychodrama you allow a person 


to, in action, go back and finish 'unfinish- 
ed' business with people, experiences 
and feelings. Tho sores of yesterday 
gnaw at the person today; until it Is fin- 


ished a person can't live in the here and 
now," he continued. 


"PSYCHODRAMA also allows a per- 


son, through action, to experience future 
projections and fantasies. He can look at 
the consequences of his behavior in the 
future by acting out his projection. He 
can practice alternative ways of reacting 
to a situation, or can begin to work on 
changing In preparation for the future," 
he said. 


The group system also enables a per- 


son to work on current problems. Rela- 
tionships with family and friends, em- 
ployment situations, any conflict can be 
examined with psychodrama. 


This psychotherapeutic group system 


was created by Viennese psychiatrist J. 
L Moreno, who, with his wife Zcrka, still 
teaches the techniques at the Moreno In- 
stitute, Beacon, N.Y. Psychodrama has 
become Increasingly popular with thera- 
pists and Is being used in all types of 
groups — for the severely mentally ill, in 
rehabilitation programs for addicts and 
alcoholics, with children, adolescents and 
adults, and in growth groups for healthy 
people with problems. 


"WE BELIEVE that action Is as im- 


portant to the individual as thinking, as 
the mind," Dr. Welnfeld said. "Sitting 
around saying 'I hate* hasn't the same 
quality as actually hating. I think for 
most people psychodrama is the most 
meaningful 
experience they've ever 


had." 


"There are three parts to a psy- 


choldrama," explained Elaine Sachnoff, 
a clinical psychologist and certified psy- 
chodrama director who teaches the sys- 
tem to social therapists studying at For- 
est Hospital, DCS Plalnes. "It begins with 
a warm up which creates a climate so 
the person feels comfortable enough to 
share a problem. 


"Then we move into the action portion. 


The person decides what he wants to 
work on and how. He takes full responsi- 
bility for everything that happens. He 
sets tho stage, he chooses people from 
the audience to be his auxiliaries, to take 
the roles of those he wants to work with 
— mother, father, spouse, child, etc, and 
he is responsible for correcting the aux- 
iliaries If they say or do the wrong 
thing." 


THE PROTAGONIST could be an alco- 


holic working on the source of his alco-

holism or acting out a fantasy of not 
drinking at a cocktail party. Or he could 
be the boy next door looking into his 
relationship with his peers or sisters and 
brothers. Or she could be any suburban 
woman using psychodrama to solve prob- 
lems with her husband, parents or chil- 
dren. 


"During the sharing, or the third part 


of psychodrama, the director, role play- 
ers and audience give feedback to the 
protagonist," Elaine said. "The major 
purpose is to get the protagonist off the 
stage and back Into the group. As the 
group members share experiences and 
feelings the protagonist feels better, 
knowing others understand, knowing he's 
not alone."

"WHAT YOU HAVE With* psy- 


chodrama is people helping people," Dr. 
Wclnfcld added. "It's therapeutic in that 
group members really get the sense of 
helping someone else. Sharing Is speak- 
ing from the first person — not advice 
giving or Interpretation Even a 17-year- 
old can have the same feelings as a 50- 
year-old. We're all human; we all share 
feelings." 


When directed by an experienced, 


qualified therapist, psychodrama can be 
"dynamite," according to Elaine. "It can 
go very deep very quickly. Often the 
protagonist winds up with Important In- 
sights, or resolves something that's been 
bothering him for years " 


The first-time observer might find psy- 


chodrama on unusual method of therapy. 
But, Wcmfcld smiles, "there's a method 
to our madness and our techniques. Psy- 
chodrama is no act. The best session is 
one that seems most real to the prota- 
gonist. We work with problems In action, 
and not from a distance."

An explanation 


of hard rock 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Hey, there, par- 


ent. Tho kids upstairs or In the basement 
have the rock music on so loud you can't 
hear yourself screaming to the top of 
your volccbox — "Turn that down!" 


It's hard rock they're playing and 


clearly you do not understand why It 
should be so loud, do you? Well, make 
way for Ron Bcrler, a 23-year-old who 
was backstage manager of "Tho Syn- 
drome," tho late rock palace of Chicago. 


In a report in the PTA magazine, he 


provides a primer on hard rock. It's just 
for parents. 


"If you want to understand hard rock, 


Mother and Dad," he writes, "then let 
me suggest that >ou ride tho music." 


Ride the what? The music, like tho 


man sold. 


"With Its nasty, angry lyrics, hard 


rock music provides teenagers with an 
easy out." he says. 


"NO COMMITMENT is asked of the 


teenager who sits in a bedroom with a 
portable radio or In a concert hall with a 
recording group, cheering the songs he 
hears. The bedroom and the concert hall 
are protected toots for the teenager. 
Unorthodox thoughts elicit DO reprisals, 
no punishments. No parents lurk there." 


Sociologists uy that teenagers go lo 


rock concerts largely to express an ill- 
defined, yet tenacious affinity with their 
peers. At the concerts they can bear the 
noisy anthem* of their generation, they 


can cheer the performers, they can go 
homo happy — having reaffirmed their 
roles as guerillas in the ranks of the 
youth re\olutlon. 


Other points for parents who want to 


know about the music ride in hard rock: 


—"Hard rock, parents should remem- 


ber, Is a direct, primary conveyor of the 
youth subculture. Yet, like some forms of 
preaching, hard rock Is necessarily anti- 
Intellectual. The words, while occasion- 
ally Important, arc more often ancilla- 
ry." 


—"IF YOU HAVE the emotional poten- 


tial (while riding the music) despite the 
fact that you're aduks, then perhaps 
hard rock can spirit you away, too, on 
that incredible emotional journey your 
teenagers take." 


—"The purpose of hard rock, as most 


adolescents know and most adults must 
learn, Is complete release: that euphoric 
state of mind and emotion that exists on 
Everest above tho common human ex- 
perimental level." 


—"Hard rock 
Invades ^the body of 


the listener capable of experiencing It on 
every sensory level. Historically, young 
people have been more open than adults 
to new ways of feeling human experi- 
ence. This explains In part, perhaps, 
their pleasure In — and their com- 
mitment to—bard rock music."

How to deal 
with dream

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"Have you got a pussycat in the crawl 


space?" my husband demanded as I glid- 
ed by with a glass of milk. 


"No, I'm Just going down to water my 


plants," I responded. 


Said he: "I thought you watered plants 


with WATER? Next thing I know, you'll 
be giving the little buggers blueberry 
pie!" 


Well, maybe it docs look strange to the 


uninformed, (that's you, my love), but 
milk works wonders in saving forced tu- 
lip and hyacinth bulbs, that have been 
hit with powdery mildew (humidity too 
high). Given the milk treatment and a 
spot with better ventilation, tulips re- 
sponded with an inch growth of pips 
within three days. I should have nice 
flowers for Easter. 


This powdery mildew stuff Is a fungus 


that produces white, powdery growth on 
the outer bulb scales. And because It is 
on the plant surface, it is one of the dis- 
eases that can be controlled successfully, 
even when widespread. 


I ALSO USE vinegar water (one cup of 


while vinegar In one quart of water) for 
damping off dbeaso of newly-emerging 
seedlings. That Is one to remember when 
you begin to start your punch-and-grow 
lettuce, petunias, etc. It a seedling 
sprouts, then quickly dies, THAT is 
damping off disease. 


A use for sugar water in Insect control 


means adding one part of sugar in 25 
parts of water to lap ncmatodes. These 
are minute celworms that cause galls 
(swellings) on the roots of plants. 


I wouldn't trade my crawl space for 


two stand-up greenhouses. (No, I take 
that back!) Even with the crawl space's 
Inconveniences — like bumping my head 
on water pipes and getting my clothes 
full of sand — It is outfitted to meet 
growing specs. I've got Gro-lux lights, a 
heater with a thermostat, a fan to circu- 
late the air and three ranges of tempera- 


tures — 40 degrees for forcing bulbs (and 
curing my pickled herring), 50 degrees 
for holding temperatures and 70 for ger- 
minating. 
• • • 


I read in the news section where the 


village of Arlington Heights Is faced with 
a $210,000 expense to excavate so there is 
room for more garbage. What happened 
to the,big effort to recycle newspapers, 
cans and bottles at the fire stations and 
take newspapers to the Southmlnster 
Presbyterian Church collection bin? 


Nobody composting, either? Eggshells, 


coffee grounds, banana peels, clothes 
dryer lint, the contents of the vacuum 
cleaner bag, even the hair from your 
hairbrush, any garbage except meat or 
fats is great for the compost pile. And 
compost makes humus soil, the some 
product It takes Mother Nature 500 years 
to produce under natural conditions. 


You con collect your compost "mak- 


ings" all winter long In a large plastic 
bag and let it stay frozen until spring at 
the back of your property or some 
unobtrusive spot 


"I'VE OFTEN wondered why the gar- 


bage collectors don't charge by the con- 
tainer? Too much bookccplng? Some- 
times the only way to get people to coop- 
erate is touch them in the pocketbook. 


If one family with four garbage-can 


loads a week hod to pay twice as much 
as another family who put out two a 
week, or one, or one every other week, 
I'd bet we'd see a lot more recycling ef- 
fort. Let the polluters pay tor their waste 
and the rccyclors/compostcrs be re- 
warded with savings, and perhaps the 
townspeople wouldn't have to toss their 
money into a $210,000 hole.

New design for dentures 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — For years, 


one adhesive product or another has 
been advertised as the best method of 
keeping your dentures firmly in your 
mouth. 


Now, a dental researcher says he has 


an Idea that might do a still better job. 


It's a redesigned false tooth. 
"Wo have been indoctrinated to think 


nature's form Is best," says Dr. Max So- 
sln of tho University of Southern Califor- 
nia's school of dentistry. "Wo traditional- 
ly construct dentures to reproduce natu- 
ral teeth as exactly as possible. 


"This is fitting a round peg into a 


square hole." 


Sosln said there is a substantial 


amount of clinical evidence that no mat- 
ter how much a false tooth looks like a 
natural one, It just won't perform as 
well. 


The difference Is the change in a per- 


son's mouth when his teeth are gone, he 
said. The highly specialized gum tissues 
suddenly become nonspeclallzcd and or- 
dinary shaped teeth don't function as 
well. 


The answer for tho edentulous (tooth- 


less) person might be a "bladed tooth" 
using the principle of the chopping blade, 
which Sosln says was "one of the earliest 
Instruments used to reduce food to a 
manageable site." 


Tho Waded tooth Is used to replace the 


grinding teeth at the back of the mouth. 
Instead of a broad surface, the molars 
and bicuspids come to a smooth point, 
and wilt contact simultaneously no mat- 
ter what position the Jaw is in. 


"We have reduced the area of the tooth 


by one-seventh to allow it to have the 
same penetrating effect as the average

molar," Sosln said. "There Is only one 
point of contact between upper and loww 
teeth." 


However, there Is a drawback — it 


takes more chewing to grind up food. 


"But the patient can manage these 


strokes, something that he may not be 
able to do with conventional tooth struc- 
tures," Sosln said. 


An additional feature of Sosln's den- 


ture design Is a much larger base than is 
customary. 


"By using every square millimeter 


possible to support the denture, the re- 
sulting appliance distributes the force of 
impact during eating, talking, etc., so 
that the tissue of the jaw bone is subject 
to as little shock as possible," he said. 


Sosln has been working on the design 


for 20 years and reports success In fitting 
patients who had been unable to adapt to 
conventional dentures. 


Muscle disorder 


Muscular dystrophy Is the name given 


to a group of chronic non-contagious pro- 
gressive diseases which are character- 
ized by wasting and consequent weak- 
ness of the voluntary muscles. 


The National Health Education Com- 


mittee continues Its dcQnitioon of tho dis- 
order by saying: "Though the rate of 
progression varies in the various types, 
most of the voluntary musculature final- 
ly becomes Involved. As weakness in- 
creases, patients are confined to wheel 
chairs and finally to bed." (UPI). .

Abortion crusade continues

NEW YOHK (UPI) - Now that the 


Supreme Court of the United States has 
ruled that the slates may not Interfere 
with prohibitions on the abortion front 
(during the first two trimesters), the 
next question Is this: 


Does the Notional Association for the 


Repeal of Abortion Laws (NARAD go 
out of business? The NARAL, has been In 
the front lines of the campaign to get the 
landmark decision from the Supremo 
Court. 


Laurence Ladcr, chairman of the 


Board of NARAL, said In an Interview 
that his organization Is going to be busier 
than ever. He had hardly said that when 
something he predicted happened: a U. 
S. senator who was out of the country 
when the Supreme Court decision was 
handed down now says he will ask the 
Congress to come up with a con- 
stitutional amendment restoring control 
over abortion. 


Sen. James Buckley. R. — N.Y., Is ex- 


pected to have a lot of support, especial- 
ly from the Right to Life movement 
which speaks of the constitutional rights 
of the fetus — a question the Supremo 
Court did not address Itself to. Rather, 
the court considered the mother's right 
to privacy, saying that the states shall 
not Interfere with a decision she and her 
doctor make. 
IN THE INTERVIEW. Ladcr anticipated 
more Hum the move for the con- 
stitutional amendment. He said there 
may bo an effort to seek legislation that 
guarantees the husband's rights when 
abortion Is contemplated. Docs a man, 
for example, have a right to oppose the 
contemplated fetal death Involved In 
abortion? The fetus Is as much his as his 
wife's. This, Ladcr noted, Is a com- 
plicated question. He expects It to be 
raised. 


Ladcr said the NARAL Is active In 


most of the stales and counts as In- 
stitutional members over 75 national and 
state organizations. Some ho cited: the 
United Methodist Church, the National 
Organization for Women, Zero Popu- 
lation Growth, the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union of New York. 


To help Implement abortions since the 


Supreme Court decision, Ladcr said 
NARAL Is going to set up model abortion 
clinics In every state "as soon as pos- 
sible." 


Ho expressed fears over hospitals han- 


dling the abortions. "We don't want 
women to feel guilty," he said. "There Is 
a chance of that In hospitals. Also the 
hospital experience Is more costly and 
Involves an overnight stay. 


"IN THE free-standing clinic there Is 


counseling and the right atmosphere. 
The base price Is around 1120 and U all 
takes just three to four hours, Including 
the counseling." 


Ladcr said his organization also In- 


tends to continue Its battle against com- 
mercial abortion referral services. He 
said that usually lacks $75 onto the bill. 


"We also Intend In the months ahead to 


have Introduced In every state legisla- 
ture measures calling for the repeal of 
alt abortion laws In the criminal code. 


We want to eliminate any mention of 
abortion in any criminal code. It Is de- 
grading." 


The NARAL also Is going to try to "put 


pressure on Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
plans that will not cover abortion costs 
on an out-patient basis." 


There is more than the NARAL saying 


that the abortion crusade, as It has been 
called, Is far from over. While the Right 
to Life movement, fueled by support 
from Catholics who oppose abortion, Is 
pushing In one direction, another Catho- 
lic group Is pulling In the opposite dlrcc- 
tlon. 


THE "OPPOSITE" group Is called 


Catholics for the Elimination of all Re- 
strlctl -is Abortion and 
Contraception 


Laws. Patricia McQuillan, head of that 
New York based group, said the organi- 
zation expects to operate In all the states 
eventually. 


"Our position Is that all the laws 


should be off the books," she said. "A 
woman's body Is not state property. The 
Supreme Court ruling still says the state 
can tamper with a woman's uterus after 
six months of a pregnancy." 


Miss McQuillan said a number of nuns 


who are authorities in sacred theology 
Are In her organization. "We ore against 
socialized utcruscs," she said.

"Wo started adding up the bills," the 


female voice sighed over the radio, "and 
wo Just decided we needed help." 


Tho woman In tho commercial then re- 


counted how she and her husband visited 
their friendly neighborhood lending In- 
stitution, where the people were "so 
friendly" and made her feet "so at case" 
and — most amazing of all — actually 
"made money happen!" 


Strip uwny all the euphemism and 


what you have Is a couple who are In 
debt and who have just borrowed more 
money to pay the bills, thus putting 
themselves even deeper In debt. 


Common sense would seem to dictate 


that If you already owe too much money, 
the last thing you ought to do Is add to 
that debt. Yet this Is what thousands of 
Americans do every day, at the urging of 
"tho friendly people at. . . finance com- 
pany." 


When other kinds of commercial busi- 


nesses are prohibited from practicing de- 
ceptive advertising, why Is It that lend- 
ing Institutions arc allowed to paint a de- 
ceptively rosy picture of their services, 
Implying that your financial problems 
will be solved with a loan from them; 
that they are practically giving money 
away free; that you will bo able to re- 
duce your debts when in fact you will be 
liircoslng them? 


WltY DO THEY not mention that 


when you "consolidate" all your bills 
Into "just one monthly bill." that bill will 
be significantly greater than the total of 
your original bills? 


Recent government figures Indicate 


that Americans owe about $106 billion •»• 
not counting automobile and mortgage 
loans. The Federal Trade Commission 
has been Investigating charges of abuse, 
harassment, and deception In debt collec- 
tion. During the course of these hearings, 
it has become apparent that many of the 
victims of debt collector harassment arc 
people uho have overextended them- 
selves — according to Consumer Re- 
ports, "sometimes with the enthusiastic 
help of credit sources." 


The hearings disclosed many cases 


like that of tho Edward Harrlgons, who 
were hopcleuly In debt already when the 
New York office of a national finance 
company granted them a loan of JUDO. 
Seven months later, under the burden of 
debts now totaling $6,000, the Harrigans 
declared bankruptcy. 


But that wasn't the end. Less than a 


year later, a loan company representa- 
tive called Mrs. Harrigan about repay-

WHEN LOAN companies are so eager 


to make loans that they go to these 
lengths In their business practices, it Is 
not hard to believe that their ads arc 
purposely geared to delude. 


But It's difficult to pin down in the usu- 


al terms just what specifically should be 
left out of these ads, or what they should 
contain. The ads ore pure Imagery, with 
subtle motivational undertones. Ths Is nn 
area which only In the last 10 to 15 years 
has been researched by psychologists 
and exploited by ad men — but still has 
not been dealt with by any regulatory 
agencies to any extent. The only Inroads 
so far have been In connection with chil- 
dren's and political advertising. 


But very possibly it Is something that 


cannot or should not ultimately be con- 
trolled by law. Definitely there Is a lot of 
room for Improvement In the quality of 
these ads. Some basic regulations requir- 
ing more factual content and less delu- 
sive reference to "making money hap- 
pen" would be helpful. 


But a better approach, In the end, 


might bo to educate the public so that 
people aren't so gullible as to believe 
such simplistic and Illogical assertions.

be to send for the U.S. Department of

They might not like It, but commuters 


who use the Chicago & North Western 
Ry. for dally trips to (he Loop already 
arc prepared (or a possible 7 per cent 
rate Increase being sought by the rail- 
road. 


And even though they complain, most 


of them say that dally service Is more 
important than the cost because If the 
trains ever stop, thousands of subur- 
banites will not just be inconvenienced, 
they will be stranded without jobs In the 
empty suburbs. 


"Yech" U the way Kathleen Peters of 


Arlington 'Heights feels about the 7 per 
cent fare Increase proposed by the Chi- 


cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
. have the fare Increase than a decreose'ln 
service." 


After all, what can you do If you de- 


pend on the train to take you downtown 
five days a week? "You don't like the 
hike, but you have to accept It," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger for the past 15 years. 


The way Bud Daskel of Mount Pros- 


pect explains It, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 
who don't have a choice because It's the 
only way for them to get downtown." • 


"I'd still ride the train. There's no way 


.my nerves could take driving down- 


town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 
ding that he Just started riding the train 
last August when the C&NW raised rates 
by SVt per cent. 


A new fare increase won't stop Ray- 


mond BrodI of Des Platoes .from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not In favor of the 
Increase. I think the Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes in the 
past years and that those should be ade- 
quate," yaid the rider of 13 yean. "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO. president of the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW Is finding 
It Increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service in the face of 


rising costs and Increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike last 
November, with hopes It would go into 
effect by Jan. I.

For commuters like BrodI, the hike 


would mean an Increase of between $2.20 
and $2.70 on the price of a monthly tick- 
et. For those who ride the train only a 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlln 
of; Palatine, the hike would mean 20 
cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop.

"It's terrible. They just raised the 


rates last August," said Spratlin, who 
said he is a student and "always going 
broke." But Spratlin, who often stops in

Neiv racing date session slated Tuesday 


The Illinois Racing Board is scheduled 


to convene Tuesday to reconsider the 
1973 racing schedule, specifically the 
•iaics awarded to racing associations 
controlled by William S. Miller. 


Anthony Scnrlano, board chairman, 


said he will ask Miller'to show cause 
why dates assigned to Balmoral Jockey 
Club Inc. should not be revoked or reas- 
signed to other associations. 


Scnrlano and Gov. Daniel Walker's 


racing board arc seeking to revoke dates 
awarded last December by a lame duck 
racing board because of Miller's testi- 
mony before the state Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission and In the trial 
of former Gov. Otto Kcrncr. 


During the trial, Mll'cr admitted mis- 


representing his Interest In Balmoral to 
the old racing board. 


ARLINGTON PARK Race Track could 


pick up all or some of the 27 racing days 
now assigned to the Balmoral association 
if the board is successful In Its bid to 
overturn the existing schedule. 


Arlington operators arc hoping that the 


board will set an entirely new racing 
schedule and assign the more lucrative 
summer dates to tho track here. 


Right now, Arlington Park Is scheduled 


to open April 19 and close July 24. 


On a separate front, the Illinois Su- 


preme Court has agreed to hear an 
emergency appeal on the racing schedule 
from Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott. 


Scott too is seeking to revoke dates 


awarded to Miller's associations but last 
month a Circuit Court ruling upheld the 
1973 dates schedule, Includclng the 27 


days for the Balmoral Jockey Club. 


8UPKEME COURT Justice Thomas E. 


Kluczynski set March 15 for a hearing In 
the attorney general's case. Scott said he 
is fighting the present schedule because 
it involves at least $48 million in state 
revenue. 


The racing board also has assigned six 


charity racing dates to the Metropolitan 
Crusade of Mercy. The dates Feb. 22-28, 
will be run at Sportsman's Park and are 
expected to bring $150,000 to $200,000 to 
the charity. 


Six other charity dates remain unas- 


slgncd. 


The charity dates became available 


when Chicago Tribune and Chicago To- 
day charities relinquished their dates be- 
cause of alleged Impropriety In the old 
board's announcement of the 1973 dates. 


Guillou said the Illinois Bureau of the 


Budget has approved $4,945,000 of the Il- 
linois Division of Waterways nearly $9 
million budget request. As a result, he 
said, only 10 of the state's 21 projects 
will get money this fiscal year. "The 
waterways division chose its priorities 
on the basis of need," Gulllou said. 


The second phase of the McDonald 


Creek Improvement Project could be fin- 
ished by 1975 if the state provides money 
for the program in the 1974-75 fiscal 
year, Guillou sold. The second phase, es- 
timated to cost $110,000, would provide 
for widening and other improvements 
from the DCS Plalncs River to Foundry 
Road. 


GUILLOU estimated that the entire 


McDonald Improvement Project, which 
should help alleviate flooding in Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heights, will be 
completed in 10 years. Most of the work 
left to be done Is upstream of the creek, 
north of the Wolf Road and Euclid Ave- 
nue intersection In Prospect Heights. 


The McDonald Creek project was de- 


ferred, Guillou said, "because the great- 
est benefii will be the work which is go- 


Ing on now." Currently the Soo Line RR 
bridge near Euclid Avenue and Wolf 
Road Is being enlarged. An official of tho 
Herlihy-Mid Continent Co., which is 
doing the work, said yesterday he ex- 
pects It will be finished in several 
months. 


As soon as the bridge work is com- 


pleted, It will be better able to carry 
flood 
flow downstream to the 
DCS 


Plaines River. Guillou said this will not 
create any more flooding than there is 
now in the area downstream from the 
bridge. 


The Wheeling drainage project being 


delayed provides for channel improve- 
ments along the ditch from Wolf Road to 
DCS Plalncs River southeast of Wheeling. 
Last year, the state granted $80,000 for 
widening of the ditch upstream near the 
Meadow Brook 'West subdivision 
in 


Wheeling. The money was never used, 
however, because residents complained 
they would lose all trees along U» 
creek if it was widened. The site for the 
Improvements was then moved down- 
stream.

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may be passed in this 
area. . 


Schaumburg police reported that more . 


than $100 in bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodfield Mail last weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 


John Hanley, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some reports have been received from 
this area, it does not appear the North- 
west suburbs arc the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up In all 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


He said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


Hanley said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation in Chi-. 
cogo that was broken up In January. 


REPORTEDLY, THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used in 
the operation were not confiscated. 


Hanley said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring in 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
lost November. 


There may be as much as $50,000 in 


counterfeit currency involved in this In- 
cident, according to police,, but Hanley 
said It is impossible to determine how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
in the area. 


"We thought we had it all when we 


made the arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may be more in the area that 
has not been passed." 


Hanley said Secret Service agents are 


investigating the incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 


if there is a pattern to the method.in 
which the counterfeit bills have been 
passed. 
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New 7% fare hike? Commuters don't like it

They might not like It, but commuters 


who use the Chicago & North Western 
Ry. for daily trips to the Loop already 
are prepared (or a possible 7 per cent 
rate increase being sought by the rail- 
road. 


And even though they complain, most 


of them soy that dally service is more 
Important than the cost because if the 
trains ever stop, thousands of subur- 
banites will not just be inconvenienced, 
they will be stranded without jobs in the 
empty suburbs. 


"Yech" is the way Kathleen Peters of 


Arlington Heights feels about the 7 per 
cent fore increase proposed by the Chi- 


cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
have the (are Increase than a decrease in 
service." 


After all, what can you do If you de- 


pend on the train to take you downtown 
(ive days a week? "You don't like the 
hike, but you have to accept it," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger (or the past 15 yean. 


The way Bud Daskel of Mount Pros- 


pect explains it, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 
who don't have a choice because It's the 
only way for them to get downtown." 


"I'd still ride the train. There's no way 


my nerves could take driving down- 


town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 
ding that he just started riding the train 
last August when the C&NW raised rates 
by 5V« per cent 


A new fare Increase won't stop Ray- 


mond Brodl of Des Plaines from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not in favor of the 
Increase. I think the Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes in the 
past years and that those should be ade- 
quate," yald the rider of 13 years. "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO. president of the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW is finding 
it increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service in the face of 


rising costs and Increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike last 
November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 


For commuters like Brodl, the hike 


would mean an Increase of between $2.20 
and $2.70'on the price of a monthly tick- 
et. For those who ride the train only a 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlin 
of Palatine, the hike would mean 20 
cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop. 
. ^ 


"It's terrible. They just raised the 


rates last August," said Spratlin, who 
said he is a student and "always going' 
broke." But Spratlin, who often stops in 
Arlington Heights to give music lessons, 


likes the C&NW service. "The people are 
ve-y friendly and they help me board the 
train with my instruments."

Vicki Selman, from Prospect Heights; 


said she rides the train about once a: 
month and (eels "terrible" about the pr> 
posed Increase. She said she'd probably 
take a car instead .'( the hike is ap^ 
proved.

THE MAYOR IS far from invincible. 
Wolf — who released an Impressive list 


of backers yesterday — appears as the 
top challenger for the mayor's job. Wolf 
has shown Indications of a careful, re- 
searched campaign that will pick its 
spots and attomtp to squeeze every pos- 
sible vote from DCS Plaines electorate. 


Campaigning on a leave of absence 


from tho city fire department, Wolf prob- 
ably will devote the most time to the 
two-month run for mayor. Bchrcl claims 
41 public speeches during the 1969 elec- 
tion and Wolf may top that, working 
throughout the day this year. 


Kosmcn cannot be looked upon as a 


potential winner. "I'm a spoiler," he 
said. "I'm running to bring the issues 
out."

Rosemont ruckus continued 


Place For People is dead. 
Its obituary appeared last week on the 


front page of the Herald. 


Its passing Is mourned by few for the 


end has been In sight since last spring. 
Even back then death seemed inevitable 
but those who had put so much time, so 
much energy, so much faith and so much 
caring into the Place rattled around to 
give It another chance at life. 


Obviously it didn't work. A disease 


called "lack" had sunk Its teeth so far 
Into the Place and wasn't about to let go. 


Lack killed the Place. This disease has 


been around almost since the Des 
Plaines youth center organized three 
years ago. A symptom of lack has 
frequently been pegged by the news- 
papers as "financially troubled." It was 
only a symptom but It was an Important 
and a discouraging one. 


Financially troubled means no money. 


No money means no activities, no sala- 
ries, no rent, no bills paid. 


THERE WAS some money — other- 


wise the Place wouldn't have lasted as 
long as It did. Money came In small 
amounts — $10, $20, $100 — from 
churches, service clubs, private Individ- 
uals, dinner dances, fund-raising proj- 
ects. But It took thousands to run the 
Place and no one was willing to give 
thousands. 


I was one of several volunteers who 


attempted to get a sizable grant for 
Place For People. I like the others, was 
turned down by the best of them — field 
Foundation, 
Wlebotdt's 
Foundation, 


F o r d , C a r n e g i e , Stone, DuPont, 
McCormlck. In one w» k I was turned 
down for grant requests totaling more 
than $40,000. 
' me big disappointments were the ones 
close to home. We had counted on local 
business and Industry to show some sup- 
port but received next to none. There 
were donations of materials and services 
— which were tremendously appreciated 
— but no local company was willing to 
put up several thousand dollars to keep 
us going. 


One company gave all Its charitable 


money to Boys Town, another donated to 
only anthropological causes, a third put 
Its foundation money Into scholarships, 
others gave out grants only through cor- 
porate offices In other parts of the 
United States where Place For People 
was not a household word. 


THE DES PLAINES Community Chest 


came through with money for last year, 
rhey gave the Place enough to pay the 
rent. It was something but It just wasn't 
enough and the $2,300 debt that went 
with the closing of the Place proves It. 


Money was the symptom. The full title 


of the disease Is "lack of community sup- 
port." This Is what really has been re- 
sponsible for the death warrant being 
written. 


Before I get Into the disease it's worth 


mentioning that the kids who were Place 
For People are Des Plaines kids. At one 
point more than 600 kids a week walked 
through the doors and the vast majority 
were DCS Plaines kids. They were a good 
percentage of the teen population of this 
community — your kids, your neighbor's 
kids, the kids of laborers, executives, 
shop owners, lawyers, doctors, and car- 
penters 


Now lets look at the community sup- 


port they got. Start with the city council. 
Place Fore People went to our city fa- 
thers to ask for community support In 
the form of money. It got no money, no 
actual support of any kind. Every so of- 
ten a city offlcal would show up at a 
board meeting, or a fund raiser but thtre 
was no real Involvement, no real com- 
mitment, no real support. 


Part of the Place's obituary was writ- 


ten the day the City Council failed to find 
a way to provide funds for a youth center 
in Des Plaines which served the young 
people of Des Plaines. 


THE DES PLAINES police department 


contributed to lack of community sup- 
port. It was common knowledge to those 
Involved at Place For People that the 
department was not our biggest fan club. 
There were friends there — a few men 
really believed the Place was a good 
thing and they supported It "off the 
record." 


But there were few supporters among 


the men that counted. One officer told 
me there was an unwritten "hands off — 
stay away — don't get Involved" policy 
concerning the Place. A few of the top 
mrn wanted nothing more than to see the 
Race shut down, even though publicly 
they gave It token support. 


Another newspaper In this town gave 


little community support to the Place. At 
one point It staged open warfare In print 
after an executive In the company was 
heard to vow "to close that place down." 
They contributed to the death by turning 
people In the community against the 
I'lace with a few mostly Inaccurate arti- 
cles. These were people who didn't know 
much about Place For People In the first 
place and unfortunately believed every- 
thing they read In the newspaper. 


The most community support came 


from the kids themselves. Even that 
dropped away eventually. After • while 
It became Just too much hassle to raise 
money from people who didn't want to 
give It. to take constant abuse from non- 
supporters, to have parents not want 
them to go. Spring came, there were 
things outside to do, they drifted away. 
When It came time to drift back there

Place for People Youth Center, closed 


officially last week by its board of direc- 
tors and trustees, will apparently be re- 
lieved of a $2,000 debt to Forest Hospital, 
according to Des Plaines City Clerk Elea- 
nor Rohrbach.

the debt. 


HOWEVER. THE center, 1415 Ellin- 


wood St., still owes $38 to Central Tele- 
phone Co. and another $300 to Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. 


"The bills are still good until our lease 


Is up In October," she said, adding that 
she has contacted Commonwealth Edison 
and Central Telephone officials In an ef- 
fort to have those debts relieved. 


Mrs. Rohrbach also said there was 


general agreement at Tuesday's meeting 
that a need still exists In DCS Plaines for 
some type of youth and counseling cen- 
ter. 


She added the center had a useful pur- 


pose while attributing Its death to "many 
contributing factors." 


The center's directors and trustees are 


slated to meet Feb. 28 to discuss some 
remaining financial obligations and pos- 
sible ways to raise funds to meet them.

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Businessmen learned ' 
Counterfeit money 
being passed in area

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout .'or a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may be passed In this 
area. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than JIOO In bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodfield Mall last weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 


John Hanlcy, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
w>mo reports have been received from 
this area. It does not appear the North- 
west suburbs arc the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up In all 


section* of the city, around large shop- 
ping center* and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


He said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


Hanlcy said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation In Chi- 
cago that was broken up in January. 


REPOKTEDLY. THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used in 
the operation were not confiscated. 


Hanlcy said the incident was no* con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring in 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
last November. 


There may be as much as $50,000 in 


counterfeit currency involved in this in- 
cident, according to police, but Hanley 
said it is impossible to determine how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
in the area. 


"We thought we had It all when we 


made the arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may be more In the area that 
has not been passed." 


Hanlcy said Secret Service agents arc 


Investigating the incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 
If there is a pattern to the method in 
which the counterfeit bills have been 
passed.

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Township 
revenue-sharing 
funds delayed 


A bureaucratic marl in Washington, 


D C., has prevented Elk Crave Township 
from getting any federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Richard Hall, township auditor, said 


the township was mistakenly considered 
a non-taxing unit when Its application 
was submitted. A non-taxing unit is In- 
eligible for revenue sharing. 


According to Hall, the necessary Infor- 


mation to correct the error has been sub- 
milled, but none of the township officials 
have any Idea when the first federal 
check will be received. 


Hall said the township has been as- 


(ured of receiving all back revenue funds 
when the error Is corrected. He had no 
estimate of how much money the town- 
ship was lo receive. 


HIE DELAY in getting revenue shar- 


ing will force the township to hold a sec- 
ond set of budget meetings. The township 
Is now holding budget meetings for the 
1973-74 fiscal year expenditures of Its tax 
monies. Once tho amount of revenue 
sharing Is known, the township will hold 
additional meetings to budget the funds. 


During budget meetings, expenditures 


for the coming fiscal year are estimated. 
The figures are subject to change until 
the board of auditors have developed a 
proposed official budget. This budget 
must be on public display for at least 30 
days. After that the auditors have to 
adopt It as the official townhhlp budget 
for tho new fiscal year. 


At Ihe first of the meetings, held Tues- 


day, tlw auditors suggested a Town Fund 
budget of $183,012, a total only $200 high- 
er than last year's budget of $185,712. 


The Town Fund coven all operations 


expenses of the township except those for 
sewers, road and bridge and general as- 
sistance funds. 


TH EBIGGEST increase In lino Items 


on the budget was a more than doubling 
of the township youth committee ex- 
penditures. Last year* youth committee 
had a $17,000 budget For 1973-74, a total 
of $27,000 was suggested. 


Major reductions In budgeted expenses 


were made for the township collector's 
office.

New 7% fare hike? Commuters don't like it

They might not like It, but commuters 


who use tho Chicago & North Western 
Ry. for daily trips to tho Loop already 
are prepared for a possible I per cent 
rate increase being sought by the rail- 
road. 


And even though they complain, most 


of them say that dally service is more 
important than the cost because if the 
trains ever stop, thousands of subur- 
banites will not just bo inconvenienced, 
they will be stranded without jobs in tho 
empty suburbs. 


"Yech" Is the way Kathleen Peters of 


Arlington Heights feels about tho 7 per 
cent fare Increase proposed by the Chi- 
cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
have the fare increase than a decrease In 
service." 


After all, what can you do if you de- 


pend on the train to take you downtown 
five days a week? "You don't like tho 
hike, but you have to accept it," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger for tho past 15 years. 


The way Bud Daskcl of Mount Pros- 


pect explains it, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 
who don't have a choice because It's the 
only way for them to get downtown." 


"I'd still ride the train. There's no way 


my nerves could take driving down- 
town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 


ding that ho just started riding the train 
lost August when the C&NW raised rates 
by 5tt per cent. 


A new fare increase won't stop Ray- 


mond BrodI of Des Plalnes from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not In favor of the 
increase. I think tho Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes to the 
past ycnrs and that those should be ade- 
quate," yald the rider of 13 years. "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO, president of the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW Is finding 
it increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service in the face of 


rising costs and Increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike last 
November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 


For commuters like BrodI, tho hike 


would mean an Increase of between $2 20 
and $2.70 on the price of a monthly tick- 
et. For those who ride the train only a 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlln 
of Palatine, the hike would mean 20 
cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop. 


"It's terrible. They just raised the 


rates last August," said Spratlln, who 
said he is a student and "always going 
broke." But Spratlin, who often stops in

A $185,000 program for street repairs,

Trustees hint sewage 
plant delay suit 


Elk Grove Vivllage trustees hinted 


Tuesday a lawsuit may be forthcoming if 
progress on the proposed O'Hare sewage 
treatment plant is delayed by Des 
Plaines' plan to move the plant from a 
site In Des Plaines to unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Last week Des Plaines Mayor Herbert 


Behrel urged the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District to build Its treatment plant at a 
site on the south side of Oakton Street 
west of Busse Road, Instead of the south- 
cast corner 6f Oakton Street and Elm- 
hurst Road In DCS Plaines. 


Bart Lynara, district acting general su- 


perintendent, has said it would cost an 
additional $8,978,000 to move the plant to 
the new site, and Forrest Nell, MSD 
chief engineer, has said the move would 
add a minimum of two years to the plant 
completion date. 


In a letter written by Village Pres. 


Charles Zettek and supported by the 
trustees, Zettek said the delay and in- 
creased cost that would result from the 
change in the site was unwarranted. 


"ELK GROVE Village cannot afford 


this (Des Plalnes's) consideration being 
given any serious thought," the letter 
read. "The delay would cause to our 
residents an increase in taxes and bring 
about unnecessary delay In the resolve- 
mcnt of sewage pollution and flooding in 
the eastern part of Elk Grove. We cannot 
and will not allow this to occur." 


"In between the lines it (the letter) 


says we're prepared to go Into litiga- 
tion," Zettek said. He failed to say wno 
would be the object of a possible lawsuit. 


In the letter Zettek said the village has 


cooperated with the MSD In the past and 
would continue to cooperate in the fu- 
ture. He said the Upper Salt Creek sew- 


age treatment plant, located adjacent to 
Elk Grove Village's western boundary, 
has received full support of the village. 


The trustees asked the MSD to proceed 


In the construction of the O'Hare treat- 
ment plan at the southeast intersection of 
Oakton and Elmhurst roads In DCS

through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors of America — whose members swap 
cans with all sophistication and en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. 


IN JUST four years of searching and 


saving, Mike already has lined one wall 
in his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Avc., 


Arlington Heights, with emptied cons and 
is fast using up wallpaper on n second. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all," he 


says, explaining that for many of tho 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places. 


"Old railroad stations are an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls and between the rafters. I 
guess guys used to like lo 'sit and have 
one* whllo waiting for their trnln." 


Cans Mike can't find, he can hope to 


trade for. Older cans and foreign labels 
usually command two or even three new- 
er cans in the barter market. One of 
Mike's goals right now Is to find a can of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed In Chicago 10 or 15 
years ago. 


It is a brew that, if remembered at 


all, is usually recalled with words like: 
"Ohycah, Bullfrog, thrco cans and you 
croaked." 


ON THE SURFACE, starting and keep- 


ing a collection of empty beer cans 


sounds pretty straightforward. But can 
collecting, like any other hobby, has It? 
own set of secrets that separate the con- 
noisseur from the dilettante. 


"You can pop out dents with n fire- 


cracker," Mike says. And a little oxalic 
acid will remove rust from old steel cans 
without corroding the metal. 


The can curator will also know the Ca- 


nadian cans ore generally half an Inch 
shorter than their American cousins and 
that the tvo nationalities cannot be 
stacked together with any degree of sta- 
bility. 


It probably will come as no surprise 


that beer cans, like just about everything 
else, aren't being made the way they 
used to be. 


"They're going to thinner and thinner 


metal and cheaper paints," says Mike, 
pulling out one of the early Schlltz Malt 
Liquor cans that had textured engrav- 
ings around the base. 


THE BEER CAN also has its enemies. 
"Oregon has put a 5-cent deposit on 


cans and many people aren't buying 
them because they're not used to having 
to return empty cans," Mike says. 


"They're also talking about putting a 


warning on the side of the can, some- 
thing like: 'Caution: beer drinking may 
be hazardous to your driving." " 


Mike has already met several other 


beer can collectors in the area and says 
he hopes to meet more. He's even think- 
ing about attending a national "conven- 
tion" in Cincinnati that's expected to 
draw 600 to 300 collectors. 


It would be a chance to make friends, 


establish new trading contacts and to dis- 
cuss regional brands and breweries, he 
says. 


It would also be a time to sit back, "pop 


a top," and brag just a little about that 
1936 Budwelser can back home on the 
shelf.

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may he passed in this 
urea. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than $100 In bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodflcld Mall last weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 


John Ilinley, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some reports have been received from 
this area, It docs not appear the North- 
west suburbs arc the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up In all 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers and other highly com- 
mercial areas." he said. 
• Ho said businessmen have bum warn- 
ed by local police to examine alt curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


Hanley said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation In Chi- 
cago that was broken up In January. 


IIEI'OIITEPLY, THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used In 
the operation were not confiscated. 


Hanley said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring In 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
last November. 


There may be as much as $50,000 In 


counterfeit currency involved in this In- 
cident, according to police, but Hanley 
said It Is Impossible to determine, how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
in the area. 


"We thought we had It all when we 


. made the arrests, but the possibility ox- 
' Ists there may be more in the area that 


has not been passed." 


Hanley said Secret Service agents arc 


Investigating the incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 
If there Is a pattern to the method in 
which the counterfeit bills have been 
passed.

Fljod Insurance (or all Palatine resi- 


dent! will be available starting tomor- 
row, when a broader range of Insurance 
becomes effective through the federally 
sponsored National Flood Insurance Pro- 
gram. 


Home* and small businesses outside the 


specific areas of Palatine designated as 
flood hazards con buy the flood Insur- 
ance at the regular actuarial rate. In ad- 
dition, new buildings which were started 
after Palatine became eligible for emer- 
gency flood relief can be covered with 
the federal flood Insurance. 


Until now, an emergency Insurance 


policy was available only for two areas: 
a structure in a hazardous flood area 
that was under construction k fore the 
recent floods, or new construction out- 
side the flood areas. 


No flood insurance, 
no federal loans 


Unwary Palatine residents may find 


themselves Ineligible for low-lnterect fed- 
eral loam U their bouse is flooded a year 
from now and they haven't taken out 
flood Insurance. 


Under the provisions of Ine 1948 Na- 


tional Flood Insurance Act, residents 
without the flood insurance will still qual- 
ify for federal disaster assistance for one 
year after the flood inrtrince program 
starts in the community. Such Insurance 
policies will be available to Palatine resi- 
dents starting tomorrow. 


After the year Is post, the law states 


that no assistance will be available to 
reimburse losses "to the extent that the 
owner could have obtained flood Insur- 
ance and failed to do so," 


The loan restriction could be changed 


by the federal government at any time, 
according to Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment spokesman Dan Day. But unless 
It is changed, people without flood insur- 
ance won't qualify for federal disaster 
loans If their house floods after Feb. 16, 
1874. 


Any area with a one per cent annual 


chance of flooding Is defined as a special 
flood hazard region by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 
In recent months, Palatine has been 
scrutinized to determine specifically 
where these areas exist, and what the 
actuarial rate for flood insurance should 
be. 


SUBSIDIZED 
INSURANCE on on 


emergency basis was limited to $17,500 
maximum coverage for single-family 
homes and $30,000 for all other struc- 
tures, including multiple-family and 
small business buildings. Coverage of 
contents had a maximum of $5,000 per 
unit. 


The regular Insurance policies avail- 


able now allow twice that coverage, or a 
total of $36,000 for single-family homo 
structures, $60,000 for small businesses 
and $10,000 for contents In either type of 
structure. 


Insurance for both structural and con- 


tent damage is available through local 
Insurance agents. The entire Illinois pro- 
gram is being coordinated by State Farm 
Insurance Co., but any local agent should 
be able to provide the policies, according 
to Local Government Affairs spokesman 
Jim Relchardt 


The flood Insurance program started in 


1968, In an attempt to offer protection to 
residents of flood-susceptible areas end 
to encourage local governments to adopt 
land use control measures.

Arlington Heights feels about the 7 per 
cent fare Increase proposed by the Chi- 
cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
have the fare Increase than a decrease In 
service." 


After oil, what con you do if you de- 


pend on tho train to take you downtown 
five days a week? "You don't like the 
hike, but you have to accept it," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger for the past 15 years. 


The way Bud Daskel of Mount Pros- 


pect explains It, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 
who don't have a choice because it's the 
only way for them to get downtown." 


"I'd still ride the train. There's no way 


my nerves could take driving down- 
town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 
ding that he just started riding the train 
last August when the C&NW raised rate* 
by 5ft per cent 


A new fare increase won't stop Ray- 


mond Brodl of Des Plalncs from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not in favor of the 
increase. I think the Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes in the 


past years and that those should be ade- 
quate," yald the rider of 13 years. "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO, president nf the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW is finding 
it increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service in the face of 
rising costs and increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike last 
November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 


For commuters like Brodl, the hike 


would mean an increase of between $2.20 
and $2.70 on the price of a rausthly tick- 
et For those who ride the train only a 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlln 
of Palatine, the hike would mean 20 
cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop. 


"It's terrible. They just raised the 


rates last August," said Spratlln, who 


said he is a student and "always going 
broke." But Spratlln, who often stops in 
Arlington Heights to give music lessons, 
likes the C&NW service. "The people are 
very friendly and they help me board the 
train with my instruments." 


Vicki Sclmui, from Prospect Heights, 


said she rides the train about once a 
month and feels "terrible" about the pro- 
posed increase. She said she'd probably 
take a car taitead if the hike is ap- 
proved. 
• FOUR DAYS of hearings by the Illiools 
Commerce Commission on the proposed 
hike ended last week. According to Tom 
Judge of C&NW, the ICC will moke a 
decision on the Increase in April. He said 
an Increase, if approved, would probably 
go Into effect May 1, although it's up to 
the commission to decide. 


Until then commuters will have time to 


prepare for an increase. If they're think- 


ing like R. Roch of Mount Prospect, 
they'll start looking for alternatives to 
riding the train.

"A group of friends and I are talking 


about forming a car pool if there's-a 
hike," said Mrs. Roch who rides tfie 
train downtown sit days a week. "I think 
on Increase is ridiculous. If you consider 
driving downtown and even parking, the 
train almost costs as much now. It's ter- 
ribly expensive." 


One Mount Prospect commuter, who

— it's all they've been doing In the past 
couple of years. I think they could get by 
with what they have now. They're lift* 
the CTA, they only lose more customer* 
with every rate Increase," he said.

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Counterfeit 


money passed 
in suburbs

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may be passed In this 
area. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than $100 In bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodfleld Mall lost weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 


John Hanley, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some reports have been received from 
this area, It docs not appear the North- 
west suburbs are the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up in all 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


He said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


Hanley said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation in Chi- 
cago that was broken up in January. 


UEPOriTEDLY. THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used in 
the operation were not confiscated. 


Hanley said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring In 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
last November. 


There may be as much as $50,000 in 


counterfeit currency involved In this in- 
cident, according to police, but Hanley 
said It is Impossible to determine how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
In the area. 


"We thought we had It all when we 


made the arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may be more in the area that 
has not been passed." 


Hanley said Secret Service agents arc 


investigating the incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 
if there Is a pattern to the method In 
which the counterfeit bills have been 
passed.

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Mike would like to add the can to his collection 
Anybody you know drink Bullfrog?

Collecting beer cans Isn't just a pass- 


Ing fad for 22-year-old Mike Madden. 


"In fact, you could say It's In my 


blood," says Mike, whose collection of 
steel and aluminum containers now num- 
bers about 550 and Is still growing. 


The cans represent a wide range of 


breweries and an even bigger assortment 
of labels. From ABC beer to Schlttz, 
Mike has them all. Well, at least he has 
a lot of them. 


Some more veteran collectors have 


amassed displays of 2,000 to 3,000 cans 
and can trace the history of a beer 
through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors of America — whose members swap 
cans with all sophistication and en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. 


IN JUST four years of searching and 


saving, Mike already has lined one wall 
In his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Avc., 
Arlington Heights, with emptied cans and 
Is fast using up wallpaper on a second. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all," he 


says, explaining that for many of the 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places. 


"Old railroad stations are an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls and between the rafters. I 
guess guys used to like to 'sit and have 
one' while waiting for their train." 


Cans Mike can't find, he can hope to 


trade for. Older cans and foreign labels 
usually command two or even three new- 
er cans In the barter market. One of 
Mike's goals right now Is to find a can of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed in Chicago 10 or 15 
years ago. 


It is a brew that, If remembered at 


all, is usually recalled with words like: 
"Ohycah, Bullfrog, three cans and you 
croaked." 


ON THE SURFACE, starting and keep- 


ing a collection of empty beer cans 
sounds pretty straightforward. But can 
collecting, like any other hobby, has Its 
own set of secrets that separate the con- 
noisseur from the dilettante. 


"You can pop out dents with a fire- 


cracker," Mike says. And a little oxalic 
acid will remove rust from old steel cans 
without corroding the metal. 


The can curator will also know the Ca- 


nadian cans are generally half an inch 
shorter than their American cousins and 
that the two nationalities cannot be 


stacked together with any degree of sta- 
bility. 


It probably will come as no surprise 


that beer cans, like just about everything 
else, aren't being made the way they 
used to be. 


"They're going to thinner and thinner 


metal and cheaper paints," says Mike, 
pulling out one of the early Schlitz Malt 
Liquor cans that had textured engrav- 
ings around the base. 


THE BEER CAN also has its enemies. 
"Oregon has put a 5-cent deposit on 


cans and many people aren't buying 
them because they're not used to having 
to return empty cans," Mike says. 


"They're also talking about putting a 


warning on the side of the can, some- 
thing like: 'Caution: beer drinking may 
be hazardous to your driving.'" 


Mike has already met several other 


beer can collectors In the area and says 
he hopes to meet more. He's even think- 
ing about attending a national "canven- 
tion" in Cincinnati that's expected to 
draw 600 to BOO collectors. 


It would be a chance to make friends, 


establish new trading contacts and to dis- 
cuss regional brands and breweries, he 
says. 


It would also be a time to sit back, "pop 


a top," and brag just a little about that 
1936 Budweiser can back home on the 
shelf.

Counterfeit 
money passed 
in suburbs

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to bo on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may bo passed In this 
area. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than 1100 In bogus ito bills were passed 
at Woodfleld Mall last weekend. 
• They have speculated that more count- 
erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 
' John Hanley, chief of the Chicago of- 
fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some reports have been received from 
this area, It docs not appear the North- 
west suburbs arc the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up In all 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers- and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


He said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


Ilanlcy said the notes apparently camo 


from a counterfeiting operation In Chi- 
cago that vras broken up In January. 


ItfCI'OUTKDLY. THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used In 
the operation ucrc not confiscated. 


Ilanlcy said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring In 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
last November. 


There may be as much as 130,000 In 


counterfeit currency Involved In this In- 
cident, according la police, but Hanley 
said it is Impossible to determine how 
many of the f 10 notes may be circulating 
in the area. 


"We thought we had It all when we 


made the arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may bo more In the area that 
has not been passed." 


Ilanlcy said Secret Service agents are 


Investigating the Incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 
If there Is a pattern to the method in 
uhlch the counterfeit bills have been 
passed. 
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Revenue-sharing funds tied up in Washington 


A bureaucratic snarl In Washington, 


D.C., has prevented Elk Grove Township 
from getting any federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Richard Hall, township auditor, said 


the township was mistakenly considered 
a non-taxing unit when Its application 
was submitted. A non-taxing unit Is In- 
eligible for revenue sharing. 


According to Hall, the necessary Infor- 


mation to correct the error has been sub- 
mitted, but none of the township officials 
have any idea when the first federal 


check will be received. 


Hall said the township has been as- 


sured of receiving all back revenue funds 
when the error Is corrected. He had no 
estimate of how much money the town- 
snip was to receive. 


THE DELAY In getting revenue shar- 


ing will force the township to hold a sec- 
ond set of budget meetings. The township 
is now holding budget meetings for the 
1073-74 fiscal year expenditures of Its tax 
monies. Once the amount of revenue 
sharing Is known, the township will hold 


additional meetings to budget the funds. 


During budget meetings, expenditures 


for the coming fiscal year ore estimated. 
The figures are subject to change until 
the board of auditors have developed a 
proposed official budget This budget 
must be on public display for at least 30 
days. After that the auditors have to 
adopt It as the official townhhlp budget 
for the new fiscal year. 


At the first of the meetings, held Tues- 


day, the auditors suggested a Town Fund 
budget of $183,912, a total only $200 high- 


er than last year's budget of $185,712. 


The Town Fund covers all operations 


expenses of the township except those for 
sewers, road and bridge and general as- 
sistance funds. 


Til EBIGGEST increase In line items 


on the budget was a more than doubling 
of the township youth committee ex- 
penditures. Last year's youth committee 
had a $12,000 budget. For 1973-74, a total 
of $27,000 was suggested.

In Palatine High School. The following 
year she was transferred to Joel Wood 
School In Palatine where she taught third 
grade for two years. 


When Stuart Paddock School In Pala- 


tine opened in 1955, MA. Watkins was 
again transferred. She spent the next six 
years teaching third and fourth grade at 
Paddock School. 


In her letter of resignation to the 


board, Mrs. Watkins said she had "mix- 
ed emotions" and her 21 years in Dlst. 15 
had been a "wonderful experience." 


The board appointed Dale Kuester to 


•^place Mrs. Watldns as principal of 
...nrion Jordan School. Kuester is cur- 
rently an elementary principal intern in 
the district and rotates regularly among 
all schools in the district learning all as- 
pects of administration. 


Kuester joined the DUt. 15 staff In 1966 


as a sixth grade teacher at Virginia Lake 
School in Palatine. After teaching two 
yean he was appointed assistant princi- 
pal of Winston Park School in Palatine. 
He was assistant principal for three 
years. 


KUESTER HOLDS a master's degree 


in education administration from North- 
ern Illinois University. 


The board also appointed Earlee Leaf 


as principal of Stuart Paddock School. 
Mrs. Leaf has been principal of Joel 
Wood School since she joined the district 
In 1965. She had previously been a teach- 
er and administrator in the Lake County 
schools.

township collector's staff, and assessor's 
staff. Excessive spending In the township 
road and bridge fund and general assis- 
tance shall bo eliminated. 


• Full disclosure of all Income, assets 


and liabilities shall be made by all Inde- 
pendent candidates. Following the elec- 
tion, no township funds shall be deposited 
In a bank In which a township official 


has a proprietary Interest. 


The Independent "slate" is running the 


following candidates: Paul Rettberg, 
auditor; Julie Sass, auditor; Steven Mad- 
dock, auditor; and Larry Pohl, township 
highway commissioner. 


The group calls themselves a slate, be- 


cause they are pooling resources and 
supporting one another. Technically, they 
are not a slate since there is not a candi- 
date for every office.

New 7% fare hike? Commuters don't like it

They might not like it, but commuters 


who use the Chicago & North Western 
Ry. for dally trips to the Loop already 
arc prepared for a possible 7 per cent 
rate Increase being sought by the rail- 
road. 


And even though they complain, most 


of them say that dally service is more 
Important than the cost because If the 
trains ever stop, thousands of subur- 
banites will not just be inconvenienced, 
they will be stranded without jobs in the 
empty suburbs. 


"Ycch" is the way Kathleen Peters of 


Arlington Heights feels about the 7 per 
cent fare increase proposed by the Chi- 
cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
have the fare Increase than a decrease in 
service." 


After all, what can you do If you de- 


pend on the train to take you downtown 
five dayr a week? "You don't like the 
hike, but vou have to accept It," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger for the past 15 years. 


The way Bud Daskcl of Mount Pros- 


pect explains it, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 


who don't have n choice because it's the 
only way for them to get downtown." 


"I'd still ridc.thc train. There's no way 


my nerves could take driving down- 
town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 
ding that he just started riding the train 
last August when the C&NW raised rates 
by 511 per cent. 


A new fare Increase won't stop Ray- 


mond Brodl of DCS Plalncs from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not In favor of the 
increase. I think the Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes in the 
past years and that those should be ade- 
quate," yald the rider of 13 years. "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO, president of the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW is finding 
It Increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service in the face of 
rising costs and increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike last 
November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 


For commuters like Brodl, the hike 


would mean an Increase of between $2.20 
and $2.70 on the price of a monthly tick- 
et. For those who ride the train only a 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlin 
of Palatine, the hike would mean 20 


cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop. 


"It's terrible. They just raised (lie 


rates last August," said Spratlin, who 
said he Is a student and "always going 
broke." But Spratlin, who often stops In 
Arlington Heights to give music lessons, 
likes the C&NW service. "The people are 
very friendly and they help me board the 
train with my instruments." 


Vlckl Sclman, from Prospect Heights, 


said she rides the train about once.a 
month and feels "terrible" about the pro- 
posed increase. She sold she'd probably 
take a car Instead If the hike is ap- 
proved. 


FOUR DAYS of hearings by the Illinois 


Commerce Commission on the proposed 
hike ended last week. According to Tom 
Judge of C&NW, the ICC will make a 
decision on the increase in April. He said 
an Increase, if approved, would probably 
go Into effect May 1, although It's up to 
the commission to decide. 


Until then commuters will have time to 


prepare for an increase. If they're think- 
ing like R. Roch of Mount Prospect, 
they'll start looking for alternatives to 
riding the train. 
• "A group of friends and I arc talking 
about forming a car pool If there's a 
hike," said Mrs. Roch who rides the 
train downtown six days a week. "I think 
an increase Is ridiculous. If you consider 
driving downtown and even parking, the 
train almost costs as much now. It's ter- 
ribly expensive." 


One Mount Prospect commuter, who 


wouldn't give his name, doesn't think the 
C&NW deserves the hike. "Raising rates 
— It's all they've been doing in the past 
couple of years. I think they could get by 
with what they have now. They're like 
the CTA, they only lose more customers 
with every rate Increase," he said. 


"I'd just like to look at their books," 


was all one Arlington Heights commuter 
would say.

Mike would like to add the can to his collection 
Anybody you know drink Bullfrog? 


by KURT BAER 


Collecting beer cans Isn't just a pass- 


ing fad for 22-year-old Mike Madden. 


"In fact, you could say It's In my 


blood," says Mike, whose collection of 
steel and aluminum containers now num- 
bers about 550 and fa still growing. 


The cans represent a wide range of 


breweries and an even bigger assortment 
of labels. From ABC beer tn Schlitz, 
Mike has them all. Well, at least he has 
a lot of them. 


Some more veteran collectors have 


amassed displays of 2,000 to 3,000 cans 
and can trace the history of a beer 
through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors of America — whose members swap 
cans with all sophistication and en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. 


IN JUST four years of searching and 


saving, Mike already has lined one wall 
In his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Avc., 
Arlington Heights, with emptied cans and 
is fast using up wallpaper on a second. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all," he 


says, explaining that for many of the 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places. 


"Old railroad stations are an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls and between the rafters. I 
guess guys used to like to 'sit and have 
one' while waiting for their train." 


Cans Mike can't find, he can hope to 


trade for. Older cans and foreign labels ' 
usually command two or even three new- 
er cans in the barter market. One o f . 
Mike's goals right now is to find a can of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed in Chicago 10 or 15 
years ago. 


It Is a brew that, If remembered at 


all, Is usually recalled with words like: 
"Ohyeah, Bullfrog, three cans and you 
croaked." 


ON THE SURFACE, starting and keep- 


ing a collection of empty beer cans 
sounds pretty straightforward. But can 
collecting, like any other hobby, has its 
own set of secrets that separate the con- 
noisseur from the dilettante. 


"You can pop out dents with a fire- 


cracker," Mike says, And a little oxalic 
acid will remove rust from old steel cans 
without corroding the metal. 


The can curator will also know the Ca- 


nadian cans are generally half an Inch 
shorter than their American cousins and 
that the two nationalities cannot be 


stacked together with any degree of sta- 
bility. 


It probably will come as no jurprise 


that beer cans, like just about everything 
else, aren't being made the way they 
used to be. 


"They're going to thinner and thinner 


metal and cheaper paints," says Mike, 
pulling out one of the early Schlitz Malt 
Liquor cans that had textured engrav- 
ings around the base. 


THE BEER CAN also has its enemies. 
"Oregon has put a 5-ccnt deposit on 


cans and many people aren't buying 
them because they're not used to having 
to return empty cans," Mike says. 


"They're also talking about putting a 


warning on the side of the can, some- 
thing like: 'Caution: beer drinking may 
be hazardous to your driving.'" 


Mike has already met several other 


beer can collectors in the area and says 
he hopes to meet more. He's even think- 
ing about attending a national "conven- 
tion" in Cincinnati that's expected to 
draw 600 to 800 collectors. 


It would be a chance to make friends, 


establish new trading contacts and to dis- 
cuss regional brands and breweries, he 
says. 


It would also bo a time to sit back, "pop 


a top," and brag just a little about that 
1936 Budweiser can back home on the 
shelf.

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Bad checks passed at Woodfield 
Businessmen warned about 
counterfeit money in area

Businessmen throughout tho Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may be passed In this 
area. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than 1100 In bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodfield Mall last weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit notes may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 


John llanley, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some reports have been received from 
this area, It docs not appear the North- 
nest suburbs are the focal point of tho 


counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up In all 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


Ho said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


llanley said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation in Chi- 
cago that was broken up In January. 


REPORTEDLY, THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used hi 
the operation were not confiscated. 


llanley said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring in 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 


lost November. 


There may be as much as $50,000 In 


counterfeit currency Involved In this In- 
cident, according to police, but Hanley 
said It is Impossible- to determine how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
In the area. 


"We thought we had it all when we 


made tho arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may be more in the area that 
has not been passed." 


Hanley said Secret Service agents are 


investigating tho Incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 
If there is a pattern to the method hi 
which the counterfeit bills have been 
passed.

THE ORDINANCE will set restrictions 


on height, square footage, and number In 
each of the village's various zoning dis- 
tricts. The maximum height allowed, If 
the ordinance Is approved in Its present 
form, will be 30 feet. 


Valentino said that under the new ordi- 


nance about 80 per cent of the existing 
signs will conform to the ordinance. 


Flashing and rotating signs will not 


conform to the new ordinance. Signs al- 
ready existing that do not conform to the 
ordinance will be allowed to stand as 
long as they are not altered. 


He also recommended that the board 


adopt by resolution a schedule of fees for 
annual inspection of all village signs. 


"THIS WILL BE the best way to en-

Firm seeking development in Hoffman Estates 
Home builders' group drops Realcoa for 'ethics';

A firm contemplating annexation to 


Hoffman Estates for a residential devel- 
opment has been dropped from member- 
ship In a home builder's professional or- 
ganization for failure to comply with the 
group's ethics committee's recommen- 
dations. 


Realty Co. of America (REALCOA) 


was dropped from membership In the 
Home Builders Association of Chicago- 
land In May of 1971 after it refused to 
pay the $1,000 cost of construction a sub- 
division retention wall on recommenda- 
tion by the association's ethics and arbi- 
tration committee. 


A spokesman for the firm yesterday 


said the suspension stemmed from a per- 
sonal matter, explaining that his com- 
pany favors builder contributions for the 
communities in which they locate, and 
the association does not. 


The suspension attracted national pub- 


licity after a homeowner in Hickory 
Hills, 111., nied a complaint with HBAC 
against Realcoa seeking reimburse nent 
for a retaining wall built to stop soil ero- 
sion around the foundation of a single- 
family home. 


AT THE TIME, Robert K. Wlddicombe 


Jr., executive of the association, said 
HBAC inspectors 
"discovered that 


Realcoa was at fault, and recommended 
that Realcoa pay for the retaining wall." 
When Realcoa refused, the committee 
recommended suspension for a year, 
with the provision Realcoa could then 
reapply for membership if it paid for the 
wall by that time. Wlddicombe said yes- 
terday Realcoa never paid for the wall, 
and has never sought reinstatement with 
HBAC. 


"They did not want to set a precedent 


which might lead to a substantial similar 
reaction of the other people in the subdi- 
vision," said Widdicombe. Commenting 
on tho association's policies, Widdicombe 
said "I think that any firm that Is willing 
to accept Its responsibility when It goes 
into a community and builds housing 
would also at the same time be willing to 
take care of the problem:) that may arise 
irrespective of a possible widespread 
similar reaction." 


Suspension Is not a frequent action of 


HBAC, said Wlddicombe, since most sim- 
ilar cases are resolved with the builder* 
satisfying the ethics committee's recom- 
mendations. In Realcoa's case, the asso- 
ciation's board voted unanimously for 


the suspension, and only a two-thirds 
vote Is required, he said. "The builder 
did not perform his duty as judged by 
fellow builders," Widdicombe added. 


H O W E V E R . H a r v e y Rawson, 


Realcoa's board chairman, claimed the 
suspension was instead the'result of re- 
sentment on the part of other builders. 


"We've had a running battle with the 


association for a long time, and always 
will. We • TIC in with open planning and 
signed 
./ntracts for contributions to 


school districts. We believe in contribu- 
tions to school districts and commu- 
nities," and HBAC does not, said Raw- 
son. Realcoa "had no Intention of staying 
with the association anyway, and have 
no intention of going back. We do not 
value their membership," he said. 


Regarding the Hickory Hills case, 


Rawson said Realcoa maintained a natu- 
ral contour of the land, and told each 
purchaser earth retention was the re- 
sponsibility of the buyer. No other buyers 
In the development have sought reim- 
bursement, he said.

The group compiled a list of 535 com- 


plaints, 214 of which Realcoa challenged 
as either invalid or not the builder's re- 
sponsibility. Inspections by village build- 
Ing department personnel revealed at 
least one code violation in each home, 
according to the spokesman for the 
homeowners group, Bob MacPhail. A vil- 
lage trustee questioned whether the vil- 
lage codes had been enforced. 


MacPhail still lives In his Realcoa 


home. He said yesterday all his com- 
plaints had been corrected to his satisfac- 
tion, although others In the group still 
are dissatisfied. 


"I'm very critical of Realcoa, and yet 


I have a lovely home. The quality of what 
they put in the home Is excellent. Work- 
manship was the problem," MacPhail 
said. He added he realized difficulties 
builders face in obtaining competent help 
and controlling workmanship.

November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 


For commuters like Brodl, the hike

Collecting beer cans Isn't Just a pass- 


ing fad for 22-year-old Mike Madden. 


"In fact, you could say It's In my 


blood," says Mike, whose collection of 
steel and aluminum containers now num- 
bers about 550 and is still growing. 


The cans represent a wide range of 


breweries and an even bigger assortment 
of labels. From ABC beer to Schlltz, 
Mike has them all. Well, at least he has 
a lot of them. 


Some more veteran collectors have 


amassed displays of 2,000 to 3,000 cans 
and can trace the history of a beer 
through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors of America — whose members swap 
cans with all sophistication and en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. 


IN JUST four years of searching and 


saving, Mike already has lined one wall 
In his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Ave., 
Arlington Heights, with emptied cans and 
Is fast using up wallpaper on a second. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all," he 


says, explaining that for many of the 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places.

"Old railroad stations are an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls and between the rafters. I 
guess guys used to like to 'sit and have 
one' while waiting for their train." 


Cans Mike can't find, he can hope to 


trade for. Older cans and foreign labels 
usually command two or even three new- 
er cans In the barter market. One of 
Mike's goals right now is to find a can of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed in Chicago 10 or 15 
years ago. 


It Is a brew that, if remembered at

But can 
collecting, like any other hobby, has Its 
own set of secrets that separate the con- 
noisseur from the dilettante. 


"You can pop out dents with a fire- 


cracker," Mike says. And a little oxalic 
acid will remove rust from old steel cans 
without corroding the metal. 


The can curator will also know the Ca-

Ditch as planned. The two projects are 
among 11 waterway programs through- 
out the state that will be delayed because 
there Is no money available. 


Gulllou said the Illinois Bureau of the 


Budget has approved (4,943,000 of the Il- 
linois Division of Waterways nearly $9 
million budget request As a result, he 
said, only 10 of the state's 21 projects 
will get money this fiscal year. "The 
waterways division chose its priorities 
on the basis of need," Gulllou said. 


The second pHase of the McDonald 


Crock Improvement Project could be fin- 
ished by 1975 If the state provides money 
for the program in the 1074-75 fiscal 
year, Gulllou said. The second phase, es- 
timated to cost $110,000, would provide 
for widening and other improvements 
from the Dei Plaines River to Foundry 
Road. 


CU1LLOU estimated that the entire 


McDonald Improvement Project, which 
should help alleviate flooding In Mount 


Prospect and Prospect Heights, will bo 
completed In 10 years. Most of the work 
left to be done Is upstream of the creek, 
north of the Wolf Road and Euclid Ave- 
nue Intersection In Prospect Height!). 


The McDonald Creek project was de- 


ferred, Gulllou said, "because the great- 
est benefit will be tho work which is go- 
ing on now." Currently the Soo Line RR 
bridjo near Euclid Avenue and Wolf 
Road is being enlarged. An official of the 
Herllhy-Mld Continent Co., which is 
doing the work, said yesterday ho ex- 
pects it will be finished in several 
months. 


As soon as the bridge work is com- 


pleted, It will be better able to carry 
flood flow downstream to the DCS 
Plaines River. Gulllou said this will not 
create any more flooding than there Is 
now In the area downstream from the 
bridge. 


Tho Wheeling drainage project being 


delayed provides for channel Improve- 
ments along the ditch from Wolf Road to 
Des Plaines River southeast of Wheeling. 
Last year, tho state granted $80,000 for 
widening of the ditch upstream near the 
Meadow Brook West subdivision in 
Wheeling. The money was never used, 
however, because residents complained 
they would lose all trees along the 
creek if it was widened. The site for the 
Improvements was then moved down- 
stream.

Revenue-sharing funds tied up in Washington 


A bureaucratic snarl In Washington, 


D.C., has prevented Elk Grove Township 
from getting any federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Richard Hall, township auditor, said 


the township was mistakenly considered 
a non-taxing unit when its application 
was submitted. A non-taxing unit Is In- 
eligible for revenue,sharing. 


According la Hall, the necessary Infor- 


mation to correct the error has been sub- 
mitted, but none of the township officials 
have any Idea when the first federal 
check will be received. 


Hall said the township has been as- 


sured of receiving all back revenue funds 
when the error is corrected. He had no 
estimate of how much money the town- 
ship was to receive. 


THE DELAY in getting revenue shar- 


ing will force the township to hold a sec- 
ond set of budget meetings. The township 
is now holding budget meetings for the 
1973-74 fiscal year expenditures of its tax 
monies. Once the amount of revenue 
sharing Is known, the township will hold 
additional meetings to budget tho funds. 


During audget meetings, expenditures 


for the coming fiscal year arc estimated. 
The figures are subject to change until 
the board of auditors have developed a 
proposed official budget. This budget 
must be on public display for at least 30 
days. After that the auditors have to 
adopt it as the official townhhlp budget 
for the new fiscal year. 


At the first of the meetings, held Tues- 


day, the auditors suggested a Town Fund 
budget of $185,912, a total only $200 high- 
er than last year's budget of $185,712. 


Tho Town Fund covers all operations 


expenses of the township except those for 
sewers, road and bridge and general as- 
sistance funds. 


Til EI1IGGEST increase In line items 


on the budget was a more than doubling 
of the township youth committee ex- 
penditures. Last year's youth committee 


had a $12,000 budget. For 1973-74, a total 
of $27,000 was suggested. 


Major reductions in budgeted expenses 


were made for the township collector's 
office. This office is no longer a function- 
ing agency at the township level of gov- 
ernment. Nominal amounts were sug- 
gested for the collector's office In the 
event that it does become active again. 


No amount was suggested for payment 


of bond and interest since the township 


paid off the last of Its bonds during the 
current fiscal year. 


The overall township Road and Bridge 


Fund was decreased by almost $3,000 In 
the suggested budget with a total ex- 
penditure of $173,100, down from this 
year's $176,000. 


THE OVER-ALL township general as- 


sistance budget for 1973-74 was reduced 
by over $2,000 compared to this year. 
The 1973-74 figure is $78,400 compared to 


this year's $80,450. 


At the meeting, representatives from 


Elk Grove Village Community Service 
requested that the township allocate 
$28,600 for the agency. The amount Is 
based on the number of people from Elk 
Grove Township who received counseling 
and therapy from Community Service in 
the part year. Officials said that town- 
ship tax money could not be appro- 
priated for mental health agencies. 


The auditors said there is a possibility 


that federal revenue sharing funds could 
be used to support some form of mental 
health treatment. The auditors asked 
that Community Service representatives 
return to the township when federal reve- 
nue sharing funds are obtained, and a 
budget Is drawn up. 


The next budget meeting is scheduled 


for 8 p.m., Tuesday, at the town offices, 
2400 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


Hendricks running unopposed, but ivorking hard as ever 


When Richard Hendricks votes for 


himself in the April 17 Mount Prospect 
village election, he could be putting him- 
self into office as a village trustee. 


Hendricks, 36, of 1537 E. Emerson Ln., 


is the only candidate on the ballot for the 
two-year trustee spot that became avail- 
able last year with Richard H. Monroe's 
resignation.

But Hendricks said he will not be tak- 


ing it easy. "I will be working as hard as 
ever," he said yesterday.

Rob Roy sale talks still deadlocked 


Attorneys for both Kcnroy Inc. and the 


River Trolls Park District remain dead- 
locked in discussions over the sale of the 
southern 19 acres of the Rob Roy Driving 
Range In Prospect Heights. 


Roger Bjorvik, attorney for the park 


district, said both sides arc reviewing 
discussions that have been held before, 
hoping to come up with a solution. The 
park district would lik>: to settle the land 
deal out of court ratner than watt for 
condemnation hearings. As yet, no court 
date has been set on the condemnation. 


Officials from Kcnroy have hinted that 


they might go back to the Village of 
Mount Prospect with a revised plan for 
annexation and development of the 


northern half of the 38-acre driving 
range, Bjorvik said. However, Bill Dil- 
lon, real estate broker for Kcnroy, would 
not confirm this. Dillon would only say 
that Kcnroy was ''waiting to see what 
the park district would do." 


KENROY withdrew its agreement to 


sell the southern 19 ac.es after the vil- 
lage turned down a request by Kenroy 
for annexation and development of the 
entire 38 acres. Earlier, it had been 
agreed that Kenroy would sell the south- 
ern 19 acres to the park district for 
$680,000. It was also agreed that Kenroy 
would be allowed to build a retention 
lake on the southern to handle storm 
water from the development that had 
been slated on the north half. 


Last year, the Department of Housing 


and Urban Development approved a 
grant for the site that will pay 50 per 
cent of the purchase price of the land. 
The remainder of the price was to come 
from $750,000 approved by voters in a 
bond referendum. Money not used for the 
purchase of the site was to be used for 
the development of the 19 acres as well 
as other park sites. 


According to Jean Kelst, a community 


development representative for HUD, the 
present 18-month freeze on the spending 
of certain federal funds will have no ef- 
fect on the HUD grant for the park dis- 
trict since the grant has already been 
approved.

WITH SEVERAL HUNDRED cans of 
bear already on the wall, Mike Mad- 


den, 22, !< ilill hunting for more. 
Mike began hii collection of empty 
beer cans four years ago and is now 
a member in good standing of the 


Beer Can Collectors of America. The 
collection represents more than 500 
different brands anH labels from 
Chippewa Pride to Hull's Export, and 
a lot of everything else in between.

Collecting beer cans Isn't just a pass- 


ing fad for 22-year-old Mike Madden. 


"In fact, you could say it's In my 


blood," says Mike, whose collection of 
steel and aluminum containers now num- 
bers about 550 and is still growing. 


The cans represent n wide range of 


breweries and an even bigger assortment 
of labels. From ABC beer to Schlltz, 
Mike has them all. Well, at least he has 
a lot of them. 


Some more veteran collectors have 


amassed displays of 2,000 to 3,000 cans 
and can trace the history of a beer 
through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors of America — whose members swap 
cans with all sophistication and en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. 


IN JUST four years of searching and 


saving, Mike already has lined one wall 
in his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Ave., 
Arlington Heights, with emptied cans and 
is fast using up wallpaper on a second. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all," he 


says, explaining that for many of the 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places. 


"Old railroad stations are an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls and between the rafters. I 
guess guys used to like to 'sit and have 
one' while waiting for their train." 


Cans Mike can't find, he can hope to 


trade for. Older cons and foreign labels 
usually command two or even three new- 
er cans in the barter market. One of 
Mike's goals right now Is to find a can of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed In Chicago 10 or 15 
years ago. 


It Is a brew that, If remembered at 


all, Is usually recalled with words like: 
"Ohyeoh, Bullfrog, three cans and you 
croaked." 
' 


ON THE SURFACE, starting and keep- 


ing n collection of empty beer cans 
sounds pretty straightforward. But can 
collecting, like any other hobby, has Its 
own set of secrets that separate the con- 
noisseur from the dilettante. 


"You can pop out dents with a fire- 


cracker," Mike says. And a little oxalic 
acid will remove rust from old steel cans 
without corroding the metal. 


The can curator will also know the Ca- 


nadian cans are generally half an Inch 
shorter than their American cousins and 
that the two nationalities cannot be 
stacked together with, any degree of sta- 
bility. 


It probably will come as no surprise 


that beer cans, like just about everything 
else, aren't being made the way they 
used to be. 


"They're going to thinner and thinner 


metal and cheaper paints," says Mike, 
pulling out one of the early Schlitz Molt 
Liquor cans that had textured engrav- 
ings around the base. 


THE BEER CAN also has its enemies. 
"Oregon has put a 5-cent deposit on 


cans and many people aren't buying

Businessmen throughout the Northwest 


suburbs have been warned to be on the 
lookout for a new batch of counterfeit 
currency that may be passed in this 
area. 


Schaumburg police reported that more 


than $100 In bogus $10 bills were passed 
at Woodfleld Mall last weekend. 


They have speculated that more count- 


erfeit note* may have been passed at the 
shopping center. 


John Hanlcy, chief of the Chicago of- 


fice of the Secret Service, said that while 
some report* have been received from 
this area, It docs not appear the North- 
wssl suburbs arc the focal point of the 
counterfeit currency passers efforts. 


"We have seen these bills turn up In all 


sections of the city, around large shop- 
ping centers and other highly com- 
mercial areas," he said. 


Ho said businessmen have been warn- 


ed by local police to examine all curren- 
cy used In business transactions. 


Hanlcy said the notes apparently came 


from a counterfeiting operation In Chi- 
cago that was broken up in January. 


HEI'OIITKDLY. THE agents seized 


the counterfeiters, but the plates used In 
the operation were not confiscated, 


Hanlcy said the Incident was not con- 


nected to another counterfeiting ring in 
which a Schaumburg man was arrested 
last November. 


There may be as much as $30,000 in 


counterfeit currency Involved in this in- 
cident, according to police, but Han'cy 
said it is Impossible to determine how 
many of the $10 notes may be circulating 
In the area. 


"We thought no had It all when we 


made the arrests, but the possibility ex- 
ists there may be more in the area (hat 
has not been passed." 


Hanlcy said Secret Service agents are 


Investigating the Incident to determine 
how widespread the situation may be and 
if there Is a pattern to the method In 
which the counterfeit bills have been 
passed.

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Independents seek to abolish township government 


Abolishment of the township govern- 


ment Is part of the platform adopted by 
the Independent slate of candidates for 
the Elk Grove Township elections. 


The plaform slates: 
• Immediate steps shall be taken to 


eliminate all township functions now du- 
plicated by other local governments. 


• Any township functions not dupli- 


cated would be transferred to an appro- 
priate local government. 


• A nonpartlsan citizens' committee 


shall be farmed to consider a referendum 
to abolish township government. 


THE PLATFORM also calls for: 
• The elimination of the patronage 


system for hiring at the township. All po- 
sitions will be filled strictly on the basis 
of qualification for the job. 


• Spending should be reduced by the 


elimination of the thistle commissioner, 
township collector's staff, and assessor's 
staff. Excessive spending In the township 
road and bridge fund and general assis- 
tance shall be eliminated. 


• Full disclosure of all Income, assets 


and liabilities shall be made by all inde- 
pendent candidates. Following the elec- 
tion, no township funds shall be deposited 
In a bank In which a township official 
has a proprietary interest. 


The independent "slate" Is running the 


following candidates: Paul Rettberg, 
auditor; Julie Sass, auditor; Steven Mad- 
dock, auditor; and Larry Pahl, township 
highway commissioner. 


The group calls themselves a slate be- 


cause they are pooling resources and 
supporting one another. Technically, they 
are not a slate since there Is not a candi- 
date for every office. 


Rettberg and Pahl live in Elk Grove 


Village. Mrs. Sass and Maddock live in 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 


THE GROUP is opposing the full slate 


of candidates filed by the Regular Re- 
publican Organization of Elk Grove 
Township. The Republicans running are: 
Bernard Lee, Wayne Hull, Water Hartley 
and Larry Hintze for auditors and Alfred 


Stell for highway commissioner. Also, 
the Republicans are running Richard 
Hall, now a township auditor, for super- 
visor. 


Hall, after reading the Independent 


platform, charged the independents did 
not understand the function of township 
government. He said he did not know 
why the group was running for offices 
they wanted to abolish. 


Hall said the township has already 


planned to make some of the expense re- 
ductions called for In the Independent 
platform, such as the elimination of the 
thistle commissioner and the reduction of 
the collector's staff. 


Hall said, "there is no patronage In 


township jobs." 


In regard to Income disclosure, Hall 


said all township officials have filed the 
statement of economic interests as re- 
quired by the state. 


"I favor income disclosure," said Hall,

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New 7% fare hike? Commuters don't like it

They might not like it, but commuters 


who use the Chicago & North Western 
Ry. for dally trips to the Loop already 
are prepared lor a possible 7 per cent 
rate Increase being sought by the rail- 
road. 


And even though they complain, most 


of them say that dally service Is more 
Important than the cost because If the 
trains ever stop, thousands of subur- 
banites ulll not just be Inconvenienced, 
they will be stranded without jobs In the 
empty suburbs. 


"Yech' Is the way Kathleen Peters of 


Arlington Heights (eels about the 7 per 
cent fare Increase proposed by the Chi- 


cago and North Western. But, like most 
commuters, she said she "would rather 
have the fare increase than a decrease In 
service." 


After all, what can you do If you de- 


pend on the train to take you downtown 
five dayr a week? "You don't like the 
hike, but you have to accept it," said 
Daniel Mulcahy, who has been a C&NW 
passenger for the past 15 years. 


The way Bud Drake! of Mount Pros- 


pect explains it, the C&NW "has sort of a 
captive audience with the commuters 
who don't have a choice because It's the 
only way for them to get downtown." 


"I'd still ride the train. There's no way 


my nerves could take driving down- 


town," said Fred Booth of Wheeling, ad- 
ding that he just started riding the train 
last August when the C&NW raised rates 
by 5V< per cent 


A new fare Increase won't stop Ray- 


mond Brodl of Des Plalnes from riding 
the train, either. "I'm not In favor of the 
Increase. I think the Chicago and North 
Western has had sufficient hikes In the 
past years and that those should be ade- 
quate," yald the rider of 13 years "But I 
think the North Western provides ex- 
cellent service." 


LARRY PROVO. president of the rail- 


way company, said the C&NW is finding 
it increasingly difficult to maintain pre- 
sent commuter service In the face of 


rising costs and increased competition. 
The C&NW first proposed the hike last 
November, with hopes it would go into 
effect by Jan. 1. 


For commuters like Brodl, the hike 


would mean an Increase of between $2.20 
and $2.70 on the price of a monthly tick- 
et. For those who ride the train only a 
few times a week, like Michael Spratlln 
of Palatine, the hike would mean 20 
cents more for a round-trip ticket to the 
Loop. 


"It's terrible. They just raised the 


rates last "August," said Spratlin, who 
said he is a student and "always going 
broke." But Spratlin, who often stops in 
Arlington Heights to give music lessons, 


likes the C&NW tervice. "The people are 
very friendly and they help me board the 
tram with my instruments." 


Vicki Selman, from Prospect Heights, 


said she rides the train about once a 
month and feels "terrible" about the pro-' 
posed Increase. She said she'd probably 
take a car Instead if the hike is ap- 
proved. 


FOUR DAYS of hearings by the Illiools 


Commerce Commission on the proposed 
hike ended last week. According to Tom 
Judge of C&NW, the ICC will make a 
decision on the Increase in April. He said 
an increase, if approved, would probably 
go Into effect May 1, although It's up to

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Urge elimination of Hashrook project 
Park officials protest village plans 
for park lauds use as flood control 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


board made It perfectly clear to the vil- 
lage board last night that park land 
would not be used arbitrarily for flood 
controls or any other village projects. 


Park board members asked that engi- 


neers take a look at alternative sites for 
retention basins at Vote and Pioneer 
Parks and seriously consider eliminating 
the $99,000 Haibrook Park project alto- 
gether. The other major proposals In the 
recently released village flood control re- 
port received general approval from the 
park board. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation, said the Hosbrook Park 
project, which would Include on Increase 
in the size of the present retention basin 
was unnecessary. Ho said the elevations 
shown In the flood control report were 
wrong according to his topography map 
and that the basin does not overflow. 


"In this project (tho llasbrook Park 


retention basin enlargement) you did not 
check topography maps and you seem to 
have based the need for It on hearsay — 
what a couple of people said on the night 
of a big Hood," said Jack Edwards, a 
member of the park board. "This blows 
the whole thing In my mind." 


PARK DISTRICT officials said that 


the basin couldn't have overflowed In the 
directions a few people allegedly told the 
village it did because of the topography. 


When asked why alternate sites were 


not Included in the flood report, Robert 
C. Gloppen, a. member of the engineers 
consulting firm that prepared the flood 
control report, said use of public lands 
would be less expensive. 


"Selection of the site also has to be in 


accord with the topography. And oddly 
enough the park district land, In some 
cases, was the only property available," 
said Gloppen. 


Frank Palrratler, chairman of the vll- 


lago flood control committee, said he 
was In favor of using a portion of the 
village public works land Instead of Volz 
Pork for one of the projects. According 
to Thornton the entire area of Volz Park 
would be us»i tot a basin If tho engineer- 
log report wire followed. 


"The vlllagt could still use some of the 


public works land and since the property 
would not be for public use the slopes of 
the basin could be steeper," said Palci- 
a tier. 


Alternatives were not easy to come by 


for the proposed Pioneer Park retention 
basin, which would take up about one 


quarter of the pork area. 


"THIS PROJECT would render a good 


part of this park useless," said Kay Mul- 
ler. "Also, a facility like a retention ba- 
sin which Is unsightly would make the 
entire park unappealing." 


The basin, like the one proposed for 


Volz Park, would be about IS feet deep 
and have a downward slope of one foot 
vertically to six feet horizontally. 


According to Gloppen tho only solution 


in tho case of Pioneer Park would be to 
move the park facilities elsewhere. 


"Wo could knock down some homes or 


build an underground drainage system 
but I don't know if it would be worth the 
money to save that park when you could 
just find another site for it," said Glop- 
pen. Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson con- 
curred with park district officials, how- 


Neiv tennis club planned 


Plans are being made for a luxurious 


Indoor-outdoor tennis dub In the Arling- 
ton Heights industrial park. 


Tho facility, known as tho Arlington- 


Dundee Tennis Club, is proposed for the 
College Drive cul do sac, west pf Arling- 
ton Heights Road. The proposed site is 
bordered on the south and the west by 
the Berkley Square subdivision. 


As presented, the club would Include 


eight indoor tennis courts, three outdoor 
courts, a swimming pool, as well as 
whirlpool, sauna and exercise rooms for 
both men and women. 


A separate Indoor tennis facility, being 


financed by the Arlington Heights Park 
District, is scheduled to open in June 
next to Forest View High School. 


"I think the boom in tennis will bring

DODD said he did not think the two 


clubs would be In competition because of 
the higher rates that usually prevail at 
private clubs. 


"There will be a saturation point some- 


day but not soon. Another club in town 
won't make that much difference," he 
said. 


The park district club will Include six 


Indoor courts and sauna and whirlpool 
rooms. 


Before an indoor club can be built in 


the Industrial park, the developer will 
have to get a special use permit from the, 
village. 


A public hearing before the Arlington 


Heights Plan Commission has been set 
for 8 p.m. on March 7.

Gloppen also said the retention basin 


doesn't have to be unsightly and sug- 
gested that It be seeded and used as a 
play field since It would bo dry most of 
the year. 


"IF THE PLAN goes through we will 


be losing one of the two major baseball 
fields In the town," said Loyd Meyer. 


During the discussion Palmatier, one 


of two trustees present, stressed that the 
current proposal is primarily for flood 
control,,not for a recreational program.

Collecting beer cons isn't just a pass- 


Ing fad for 22-year-old Mike Madden. 


"In fact, you could say it's in my 


blood," says Mike, whose collection of 
steel and aluminum containers now num- 
bers about 5SO and Is still growing. 


Tho cans represent a wide range of 


breweries and on even bigger assortment 
of labels. From ABC beer to Schlitz, 
Mike has them ell. Well, at least he has 
a lot of them. 


Some more veteran collectors have 


amassed displays of 2,000 to 3,000 cans 
and can trace the history of a beer 
through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors ot America — whose members swap 


cans with all sophistication end en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. • 


IN JUST four years of searching and 


saving, Mike already has lined one wall 
in his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Avit., 
Arlington Heights, with emptied cans and 
is fast using up wallpaper on a second. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all," he 


says, explaining that for many of the 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places. 


"Old railroad stations are an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls md between the rafters. I 
guess guys used 10 like to 'sit and have 
one* while waiting for their train." 


Cans Mike can't find, he can hope to 


trade for. Older cans an. foreign labels 
usually command two or even three new- 


er cans In the barter market. One of 
Mike's goals right now is to find a con of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed in Chicago 10 or IS 
years ago. 


It Is a brew that, If remembered at 


all, Is usually recalled with words like: 
"Ohyeah, Bullfrog, three cans and you 
croaked." 


ON THE SURFACE, starting and keep- 


Ing a collection of empty beer cans 
sounds pretty straightforward. But can 
collecting, like any other hobby, has Its 
own set of secrets that separate the con- 
noisseur from the dilettante. 


"You can pop out dents with a fire- 


cracker," Mike says. And a little oxalic 
add will remove rust from old steel CPUS 
without corroding the metal. 


The con curator will also know the Ca- 


nadian cans are general!/ half an Inch 
shorter than their American cousins and 
that the two nationalities cannot be 
stacked together with any degree of sta- 
bility. 


It probably will come as no surprise 


that beer cans, like just about everything 
else, aren't being made the way they 
used to be. 


"They're goinfi to thinner and thinner 


metal and cheaper paints," says Mike, 
pulling out one of the early Schlitz Malt 
Liquor cans that had textured engrav- 
ings around tho base. 


THE BEER CAN also has its enemies. 
"Oregon has put a 5-cent deposit on 


cans and man> people aren't buying 
them because they're not used to having 
to return empty cans," Mike says. 


"They're also talking about putting a 


warning on the side of the can, some- 
thing like: 'Caution: beer c'rinklng ma ' 
be hazardous to your driving.'" 


Mike has already met several other 


beer can collectors in the area and says 
he hopes to meet more. He's even think- 
ing about attending a national "conven- 
tion" in Cincinnati that's expected to 
draw 600 to 800 collectors. 


It would be a chance to make friends, 


establish new trading contacts and to dis- 
cuss regional brands and breweries, ha 
says. 


It would also be a time to sit bock, "pop 


a top," and brag just a little about that 
1936 Budweiser can back home on the 
shelf.

Frank Dempsey new executive librarian 
Changes in store for village library 


FHANK J. DEMPSEY

In three days, Frank Dempsey com- 


pletely rearranged his new office and Ar- 
lington Heights Memorial Library pa- 
trons can probably look forward to more 
changes. 


Dempsey, 47, took over the duties of 


executive librarian of the Arlington 
Heights library a week ago. He replaces 
Harold Ard who left In October to head 
up the library system in Jackson, Miss. 


Director of the Berkeley Public Li- 


brary, Berkeley, Calif., for 10 years, 
Dempsey's claims to fame are an after 
hours reference service, a psychedelic 
bookmobile and a strong "Friends of the 
Library" group. 


Dempsey's not sure whether any of his 


pel projects from Berkeley will carry 
over to Arlington Heights. 


"I'M VEBY Impressed with the friend- 


ly people and the beautiful library," said 
Dempsey. "But I don't know enough1 
about the community at this time to 
know what programs can work here." 


Dempsey was chosen from over 50 ap- 


plications received by the library board 
of which about a dozen people were In- 
terviewed. 


"His qualifications were far and away 


better than anyone else are talked to," 
said Library Board Pres. Natalie Wall- 
ace. Dcmpsey's annual salary will be 
$20,000. 


Dempsey gained national .fame with 


his psychedelic bookmobile that he called 
the Media Machine. Not only was the 
machine featured In a small story in 
Newsweek but a TV special on Education 
in America Included a short clip on It 


"ACTUALLY THE Idea tor a media 


machine came from an Inventive librar- 
ian I knew — the early hippy type who 
wore blue jeans all the time and had a 
beard," said Dempsey. The van was 
painted orange and blue and rolled down 
the street blaring nickelodeon music. 


The Idea was to get people In the po- 


verty areas, especially the children, Into 
the machine to read the books. It worked 
like a pied piper. 


"We showed Instant movies at street 


corners which Included Churlle Chaplin 
and the Keystone Hops," said Dempsey. 
"The kids loved it and actually started 
using the books." 


Dempsey said the library had a very 


permissive attitude about loaning the 
Media Machine's paperback stock of 
books. 


"We didn't worry about due dates and 


justified the loss of some books to the 
fact that we were reaching people who 
would never go into a library," said 
Dempsey. 


DEMPSEY SAID about 70 per cent of 


the books were returned, a much higher 
percentage than the librarians had hoped 
for. The machine was eventually used at 
convalescent homes, hospitals, birthday 
parties and In parades. 


Funds for the paperback bookmobile 


collection came largely from Dempsey's 
Friends of the Library group. 


"Friends groups are very Important 


because they can sometimes accomplish 


. things that the library administration 


can't do," said Dempsey. Besides work- 
Ing for library legislation and on book 
sales the Friends were instrumental in 
passing a referendum when many other 
referendums in the community were go- 
ing down to defeat. 


One of Dempsey's first priorities will 


be to meet the head of the local Friends 
of the Library organization. 


New racing date session slated Tuesday

of former Gov. Otto Kcrncr. 


During the trial, Miller admitted mis- 


representing his Interest In Balmoral to 
the old racing board. 


ARLINGTON PARK Race Track could 


pick up all or some of the 27 racing days 
now assigned to the Balmoral association 
If the board is successful In its bid to 
overturn the existing schedule. 


Arlington operators arc hoping that tho 


board will set an entirely new racing 
schedule and assign the more lucrative 
summer dates to the track here. 


Right now, Arlington Park is scheduled 


to open April ID and close July 24. 


On a separate front, the Illinois Su- 


preme Court has agreed to hear an 
emergency appeal on the racing schedule 
from Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott. 


Scott too is seeking to revoke dates 


awarded to Miller's associations but last 
month a Circuit Court ruling upheld tho 
1973 dates schedule, includcing the 27 
days for the Balmoral Jockey Club. 


SUPREME COURT Justice Thomas E. 


Kluczynski set March 15 for a hearing in 
the attorney general's case. Scott said he 
Is fighting tho present schedule because 
It involves at least $48 million in state 
revenue. 


The racing board also has assigned six

Fender decision 
postponed again 


A decision yesterday on the reinstate- 


ment of former Arlington Heights Disk 
23 teacher John Fender was postponed 
until March 21. 


Fender, a former language arts teach- 


er at Miner Junior High School, was 
fired last June for alleged cruelty In his 
relations with students. The decision Is 
now being appealed In circuit court. 


According to Edward Jackson, Fend- 


er's attorney, the judicial review of the 
case was continued because of a sickness 
In the Judge's family. 


Revenue funds tied up in Washington 


A bureaucratic snarl in Washington, 


D.C., has prevented Elk Grove Township 
from getting any federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Richard Hall, township auditor, said 


the township was mistakenly considered 
a non-taxing unit when Its application 
was submitted. A non-taxing unit is In- 
eligible for revenue sharing. 


According to Hall, the necessary Infor- 


mation to correct the error has been sub- 
mitted, but none of the township officials 
have any idea when the first federal 
check will be received. 


Hall said the township has been as- 


sured of receiving all back revenue funds 
when the error is corrected. He had no 
estimate of how much money the town- 
ship was to receive. 


THE DELAY in getting revenue shar- 


ing will force the township to hold a sec- 
ond set of budget meetings. The township 
is now holding budget meetings for the 
1973-74 fiscal year expenditures of its tax 
monies. Once the amount of revenue 
sharing is known, the township wii! hold 
additional meetings to budget the fund*. 


During budget meetings, expenditure? 


for the coming fiscal year arc estimated. 
The figures arc subject to change until 
the board of auditors have developed a 
proposed official budget. This budget 
must be on public display for at least 30 


days. After that the auditors have to 
adopt it as the official townhhip budget 
for the new fiscal year. 


At the first of the meetings, held Tues- 


day, the auditors suggested a Town Fund 
budget of $185,912, a total only $200 high- 
er than last year's budget of $185,712. 


The Town Fund covers all operations 


expenses of tho township except those for 
sewers, road and bridge and general as- 
sistance funds. 


Til EDIGGEST increase In line items 


on the budget was a more than doubling 
of tho township youth committee ex- 
penditures. Last year's youth committee 
had a $12,000 budget. For 1973-74, a total 
of $27,000 was suggested. 


Major reductions in budgeted expenses 


were mode for the township collector's 
office. This office Is no longer a function- 
ing agency at the township level of gov- 
ernment. Nominal amttints were sug- 
gested for tho collector's office In the 
event that it docs become active again. 


No amount was suggested for payment 


of bond and interest since the township 
paid off the last of its bonds during tho 
current fiscal year. - 


The overall township Road and Bridge 


Fund was decreased by almost $3,000 in 
the suggested budget with a total ex- 
penditure of $173,100, down from this 
year's $178,000. 
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THOUGH DEMPSEY hasn't checked 


out the feasibility of an after hours tele- 
phone reference service in Arlington 
Heights, he says that the one in Berkeley 
was very well used. 


"We had from 50 to 100 calls per night 


and we kept the system open until mid- 
night seven days a week," said Demp- 
sey. "The word must have spread about, 
our service because we got one call from; 
Washington, D.C." 


The Berkeley Public Library partlcl-: 


patcd in a reciprocal borrowing program, 
with the Oakland libraries, and Dempsey; 
said the plan worked well. 


He is not for reciprocal borrowing in 


every case, however, and plans to study 
the Arlington Heights reciprocal borrow- 
ing system further. The village library 
has been n member of the 31-Ubrory 
North Suburban Library System (NSLS) 
reciprocal borrowing program for over 
six months. 


"I'm all for the greatest amount of ser- 


vice for the greatest number of people 
and In some cases that Includes recipro- 
cal borrowing," said Dempsey. 


Ecology Corps considered 
by village, park district 


THE OVER-ALL township general as- 


sistance budget for 1973-74 was reduced 
by over $2,000 compared to this year. 
The 1973-74 figure Is $78,400 compared to 
this year's $80,450. 


At the meeting, representatives from 


Elk Grove Village Community Service 
requested that the township allocate 
$28,600 for the agency. The amount is 
based on the number of people from Elk 
Grove Township who received counseling 
and therapy from Community Service In 
the past year. Officials said that town- 
ship tax money could not be appro- 
priated for mental health agencies. 


The auditors said there is a possibility 


that federal revenue sharing funds could 
be used to support some form of mental 
health treatment. The auditors asked 
that Community Service representatives 
return to the township when federal reve- 
nue sharing funds are obtained, and a 
budget Is drawn up. 


The next budget meeting is scheduled 


for 8 p.m., Tuesday, at the town offices, 
2400 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


Maintenance jobs for 13 through 15- 


year-olds will bo provided by the village 
and park district this summer, if a plan 
under consideration by both municipal 
units becomes a reality. 


The Idea for the work crew, to be 


called the Ecology Corps — EC for short 
— was Initiated by the park district. 


"We hope to budget $5,000 for the pro- 


gram," said Thomas Thornton, director 
of parks and recreation. The park dis- 
trict figurvs about 20 kids could be hired 
in their program. 


The workers would be paid $15 per 


week for five half-days of work weekly. 
Though much of the work would be in the 
maintenance field, park district officials 
hope that some recreation work can be 
included. 


AT A RECENT Youth Council meeting, 


the plan was unanimously endorsed and 
a letter wilt soon be sent to Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson asking that tho plan be 
studied so that the village could provide 
$5,000 for tho project, too. 


"At tho village level, maintenance 


work could include weeding and plant- 
ing," said Rodney Kath, a member of 
the youth council. "We hope the village 
will put up $5,000 so the program con be 
double what the park district planned. It 


sounds like a good program." 


Kath said the 13 through 15-year-olds 


Include many kids who don't like organ- 
ized activities in the park district and the 
Ecology Corps could provide an alterna-! 
live. "Besides, they'd get paid for it," 
said Kath. 


KAY MULLER, who Introduced the 


program to the park district, says the 13 
to 15-year-old age group doesn't want to: 
play childish games but aren't Interested 
in adult activities either. 


"They are very difficult to program 


activities for," said Mrs. Muller who' 
learned about the concept of an Ecology 
Corps from an Illinois Association of 
Park Districts State conference. She said 
Napcrville has a very successful pro- 
gram. 


Mrs. Muller also hopes the EC will be 


a learning experience for the youth. Be- 
sides learning to identify plants and 
prune trees, they will learn about van- 
dalism damage. 


"Kids don't realize how much it takes 


to repair things like broken windows and 
doors," said Mrs. Muller. 


According to Mrs. Muller, the program 


won't be all work and no play. She hopes 
to include free swim passes and parties 
for the junior workers.

the commission to decide. 


Until then commuters will have time to 


prepare for an increase. If they're think- 
ing like ft. Roch of Mount Prospect, 
they'll start looking for alternatives to 
riding the train. 


"A group of friends and I arc talking 


about forming a car pool if there's a 
hike," said Mrs. Roch who rides the 
train downtown six days a week. "I think 
an Increase Is ridiculous. If you consider 
driving downtown and even parking, the 


train almost costs as much now. It's ter- 
ribly expensive." 


One Mount Prospect commuter, who 


wouldn't give his name, doesn't think the 
C&NW dwcrves the hike. "Raising rates
